CORN FODDER. 


Farmers who have live stock that 
can consume it profitably waste two- 
fifths of the feeding value of their 
corn crop if they don’t cut it and feed 
it either in the rough or shred it and 
put it in the silo. Before this reaches 
our readers many of our farmers who 
intend to cut their corn will be cut- 
ting it up or have it already cut, while 
to some in the northern part of Dur 
territory a few words in regard to 
cutting it may not be amiss. 











Cut when the early corn is well 
dented and when the leaves are be- 
ginning to turn well. If you cut it 


earlier than this you will lose feeding 


value. If you cut it later, you will also 
lose feeding value. There is only 
about a week or ten days in which 


corn at the same stage of maturity can 
be cut. Every farmer who intends to 
harvest most of his crop in this way 
should have fields ripen at different 
dates, so as to prolong this cutting 
period and cut as much as possible 
in its best condition. 

The size of the shock depends on 
the locality. The drier the climate, 
the larger the shock may be made to 
advantage. Farmers in the extreme 
eastern part of our territory should 
use a shock horse and build a hollow 
shock, and should not have them 
more than ten hills square. In lowa 
and other states where the rainfall is 
lighter, and where there is apt to be 
drifting snow storms, we think the 
shock is better built by laying a bun- 
dle flat on the ground and building 
around this, making the shocks at 
least sixteen hills square, thus making 
a solid shock into which snow will 
not drift readily. This would not be 
advisable in sections where the rain- 
fall is heavy and where there are no 
drifting snows. Even in the matter of 
constructing a corn shock much de- 
pends on the latitude and longitude, 
the amount of rainfall and force of 
the wind. No one kind of shock is 
adapted to all longitudes and climates. 
One thing, however, is essential in all 
climates, and that is that when a 
shock is built it shall stand straight 
and shall be tied as soon as possible 


after it is built, and tied tightly, so 
that it will stand up and thus shed 
water. 

The various methods of using corn 
fodder have been discussed pretty 
thoroughly in previous articles, and 
therefore we need not recur to that 
now. One thing, however, we must 
emphasize in all climates; namely, the 


importance of feeding out corn fodder 
before February 15th. Many farmers are 
in the habit of saying that their cows 
don’t like corn fodder after March 
lst. There is a good reason for it; 
in fact, the cow usually has a good 
reason for everything she _ does, 
whether she is able to express it or 
not. It is not because the cattle are 
tired of corn fodder, but because the 
corn fodder has by this time largely 
lost its feeding value, and the loss is 
heaviest in the most valuable part of 
it, namely, in the nitrogenous or flesh- 
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Nitrogen invariably 
enters into very loose combinations. 
Hence there is a chemical deprecia- 
tion in corn fodder in this element at 
least, when it is exposed for any con- 
siderable time to the weather. This 
is the reason why the cow don't. like 
it. The stuff that she needs is not 
there, and she has too much good 
sense to pretend to like what she don’t 
like.

portions of our territory earlier than 
February. Keep the other roughage, 
such as clover and timothy, until near 


spring. The same is true largely of 
sorghum. It loses tremendously in 
feeding value if kept till March Ist. 
After that it is “filling,” and that is 


about all. We found last year in our 
experience that by feeding cattle sor- 
ghum after February 15th, as we were 


obliged to do, we simply maintained 
weight, but made no gain; while on 
the same feed during the early part 
of the winter our cattle made Satis- 
factory gains. 
SAGE AND COWNIE.

R. Sage, who the state re- 
ports (the reports being furnished by 
the same class of observers and often 
by the same men), do not agree as to 
the magnitude of the lowa corn crop.

on oat meal porridge and the Presby- 
terian Catechism known as “the 
Shorter” (a most admirable compend 
of Calvanistic theology), and naturally 
has a wholesome fear of the “wrath 
to come.” 

How can anyone expect two men 
brought up so differently to agree on 
the same or a similar statement of 
facts? We must know how a man was 
raised before we can judge correctly 
of his judgment. Discount Sage’s judg- 
ment a little and add that little onto 
Cownie’s; then you will have it about 
right. At least that is what Wallaces’ 
Farmer does. Both are good, honest 
men, but their bringing up was dif- 
ferent. 


THE MISSOURI RIVER RATE CASE. 


Our readers are aware that for sev- 
eral years past railroads running from 
the Missouri river to Chicago have 
been charging five cents more _ per 
hundred pounds for hauling cattle and 
hogs than for hauling dressed beef; 
that this question came up before the 
interstate commerce commission in 
1890, and that it ordered the railroads 
to desist from charging any more for 
live stock than for dressed beef and 
packing house products; that the 
railroads then dropped their rate on 
live stock to that of dressed beef, but 


by giving rebates cut down the 
dressed beef rate to about’ sixteen 


cents on an average; that the Chicago 
Great Western railroad then made a 
contract with packers, covering five 
years, to carry dressed beef and pack- 
ing house products at eighteen and 
a half cents when destined for points 
east of Chicago; and that the other 
roads reduced their rates to the same 
level not only at Kansas City, but at 
all other Missouri river points; that 
the Chicago Stock Yards Company 
brought a case before the interstate 
commerce commission, requiring them 
to reduce the live stock rate to that 
of dressed beef and packing house 
products; and the commission so 
ordered a few months ago. 

Recently the Missouri river interests 
have intervened in the suit, the reason 
given being that the reduction of the 
rate would prevent them from draw- 
ing live stock from western lowa 
points for a distance of about one 
hundred miles, as they do now. The 
lower rate on the product enables the 
Missouri river points to buy live stock 
a certain distance east of the river, 
ship it west to be slaughtered, and 
ship its product eastward. The dis- 
tance from which this Iowa and Mis- 
souri trade can be brought differs 
somewhat on different railroads, but 
may be roughly stated ‘as from fifty to 
a hundred miles. 

Recently interior Iowa _ packing 
houses have intervened, on the ground 
that a reduction of the rate on live 
stock would drive them out of busi- 





ness, and hence deprive the fowa farm- 
ers of home markets. There is a dis- 
position to appeal to Iowa farmers to 
let up in their opposition to pay five 
cents more than the beef trust pays 
for the same service, on the ground 
that they would be injured if these 
local packing houses were driven out 
of business. We don’t think the farm- 


ers are likely to pay very much at- 
tention to the appeal. Those of them 
who have had experience with local 


packing houses are quite well aware 
that these houses base the price which 
they pay the farmers on the Chicago 
market; in other words, that they pay 


Chicago prices, less freight: and 
therefore that whether they ship to 
Ottumwa, Cedar Rapids, or Des 


Moines, or any other interior market, 
the producer after all pays this excess 
freight. 

These local houses 
good deal more sympathy 
ers, if. during the years they have 
been doing business, they had ‘not de- 
ducted the freight to C hicago trom the 
price paid for hogs, or if they had at 
least divided this saving with the 
farmer. About all that the farmer 
saves in shipping to these interior 
points is shrinkage. The saving of 
the shrinkage is an advantage, and 
for this reason the farmer is disposed 
to look favorably on the development 
of these local packing industries. 
This, however, is partly neutralized 
by the fact that the farmer frequently 
does not dlecent treatment’ in 
the cut on pigsy sows or stags as he 
does even in the Chicago market. 

Besides this, packers have either 
absolutely refused or neglected in 
every instance to show any sympathy 
whatever with the farmers in their 
efforts to secure something like as 
fair treatment at the hands of the 
railroads as the beef trust has re- 
ceived. When this question came up 
during the meeting of the legislature 
in 1904 Wallaces’ Farmer wrote per- 
sonal letters to each one of these pack- 
ers. Most of them failed to answer. 
Those who did answer deplored any 
further agitation and were entirely sat- 
isfied with the conditions then exisi- 
ing. We therefore can not work up 
any very great amount of sympathy 
for these local packing houses now if, 
in case the decision is sustained, they 
should be hurt. We believe it was 
Solomon who once remarked, ‘‘Man 
that hath friends must shew himself 
friendly.” Inasmuch as the Iowa 
packers get all their live stock either 
locally or on Iowa distance tariff rates

NEBRASKA GRAIN TRUST. 


The Nebraska grain trust which has 
been operating for several years in 
that milking farmers quite as 
truly as the farmer milks his 
has been brought up with a sharp 
twist by the supreme court of that 
state, which has enjoined it from car- 
rying on its business as_ heretofore. 
The injunction is, of course, only tem- 
porary, and will be made permanent 
in case on trial the facts should ap- 
pear as stated in the application. 
There are in reality two suits, one on 
the injunction and the other what is 
known as the Worrall damage suit, 
which has been removed by the trust 
from the state court to the United 
States district court. 

From the investigation made by the 
attorney general in application for an 
injunction it appears that there was 
a close compact between the leading 
firms in the leading line elevators by 
which it was agreed every evening 
what prices should be paid the day 
following. The state was mapped out 
in districts, and the price was fixed 
by a committee in Omaha, then wired 
to a firm in each district, which prices 
were not based strictly upon the Chi- 
cago market. The following from the 
testimony of Mr. Worrall will show 
just how they were made: 

“A margin of 2 cents ws 
made on corn and was not changed 
till the markets advanced 3 cents; 4 
cents on wheat without change until a 
or 6-cent advance was made: 2% 
cents on oats without change till the 
market advanced °14 cents; and 4 
cents on rye, till 7-cent advance oc- 
curred. 

“If prices dropped half a cent in 
Chicago we dropped them 1 cent here. 
If there was a raise in Chicago no 
change was made unless the raise 
put it over our limit. Card 
prices prevailed during the day and 
no advance was made till next day. 
A dealer was not supposed to get his 
mail in the afternoon, although very 
often he got in the

evening a card 
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chronicling an advance in price. The 


advance went into effect next day.” 
Mr. Worrall’s testimony also de- 
scribes the methods used to bring in- 
dependent dealers to time—by 
the price locally, or by having dealers 
at terminal markets bid for grain in 
independent elevators one to two and

a half cents lower than they offered 
line dealers at the same station. If 
the independent operator was found 
to be in debt they would get the 
banker to call in the loan. If the 
banker declined to do this, they would 
have some friend of the banker see 
him and persuade him to erush out 
the poor fellow.

veloped in Mr. Worrall’s testimony is 
the method of handling the legislaturs 


of Nebraska—spending nearly forty 
five hundred dollars in the year 1902 


in supplying the members of the leg 
islature with theater tickets, giving 
them suppers, keeping them so busy 
that they would not have time to meet 


in committee and act on legislation 
for the correction of this wholesak 
robbery. Twelve hundred dollars was 
expended for writing a series of arti- 
cles in the Omaha trade paper with 
a circulation among country mer 
chants, these articles claiming that 
farmers’ elevators were a failure, ete 


We hope that every elevator firm in 
Nebraska and every farmer who has 
grain to sell will spend two dollars a 
year to furnish the sinews of war to 
prosecute these suits to tne end, and 


thus once more establish competition 
in the business of buying grain in 


Nebraska. It is quite likely that other

never been very successful in seed- 
ing timothy in the fall. 

We have tried it a number of times 
in different ways and never had a 
total failure and never had a complete 
suecess. We have tried sowing it in 
the stubble in August without plow- 
ing, sowing the whole field in the 
same day, but harrowing part of it 
slightly and harrowing the rest thor- 
oughly. We were not able to get a 
complete stand. We have tried it also 
in connection with winter rye, and 
with about the same results. 

Those who have achieved success 
in this fall sowing have usually sowed 
with winter wheat or rye on lands 
with a considerable portion of clay. 
We have not advised fall sowing of 
timothy with winter wheat or rye in 
any section where it was intended to 
sow timothy with it, for the reason 
that fall sowing would prohibit the 
covering of the clover the next spring 
and compel the farmer to take chances 


on getting a good stand by sowing on 
the last suow. or on soil honeycombed 
with frost. This is often successful, 
and where the farmer’s experience 


justifies him in taking the chances we 


would advise sowing the timothy in 
the fall. 
Where the farmer deems it neces- 


sary to cover his clover in the spring, 
however, rather than take chances on 
its covering itself with the outgoing 
of the frost with the spring rains, we 
think it better to withhold the tim 
othy until spring, sowing both together 
and harrowing, at the same time har- 
rowing the wheat and rye. Where the 
fall grain is sown broadcast, however, 
we would sow the timothy in the fall 
on these clay lands, and sow the clover 
before the frost goes out of the ground 
in the spring. As a matter of fact it 
might be sown any time after the 
poem freezes up, as it will not sprout 
until there is sufficient warm weather 
to thaw out the upper inch or two of 
the soil. In the extreme south, where 
freezing and thawing is customary dur 
ing the winter, we would advise with- 


holding the clover until spring under 
any circumstances. 


We mention these matters in detail 
because we wish our readers to clear- 
ly understand our position and reasons 
therefor. We would not advise any- 
where sowing the common red or the 
alsike clover in the fall, for the reason 
that they are not likely to secure suf 
ficient root development to enable 
them to live through the winter. 
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ONE IOWA RAILROAD SYSTEM OUT 
OF POLITICS. 


Mr. George W. Seevers, general 


counsel! for the Minneapolis & St. 
Louis, Des Moines & Fort Dodge, and 


jowa Central railroads, announces in 
an interview that the system which 
he represents intends to keep out of 
polities He gives his reasons, which 
are priefiy as follows: 

The railroad cempanies are engaged 
in the transaction of the business of 
transportation, and should devote 
their energies to that instead of nom- 
inating members of city councils, leg- 
islature or executive councils, and that 
the interests of the railroads suffer by 
their interference in the politics of 
the state. He states further that the 
excuse advanced by railroads for in- 
terfering in politics, namely, that they 
are obliged to do so in self-defense, is 
inadequate, because it presumes that 
the people are trying to do some un- 
fair thing; and that this assumption 
is entirely groundless. He maintains 
that as business enterprises railroads 
have a right to be heard in respect 
to matters of legislation or the ad- 
ministration of laws affecting their 
interests, and with that they have a 
right to be content. All of which is 
well said. It is precisely what Wal- 
laces’ Farmer has been contending for. 
Of course Mr. Seevers will make good 
and will keep out of politics. What 
is it to “keep out of politics?” To 
cease manipulating the selection of 
delegates, quit setting up the pins in 
the selection of candidates, municipal, 
county, legislative, or congressional; 
to cease furnishing free transportation 
to delegates to the various conven- 
tions: to quit debauching general 
assemblies and congressmen with rail- 
road passes; and to dispense’ with 
secret lobbies at the various state cap- 
itals: in other words, to attend strictly 
to business and the presentation of 
the rights and interests of raijiroads 
before legislative committees and 
judicial bodies and courts. This is 
keeping out of politics. 

If the officials of railroads which do 
business in the great agricultural 
states of the west will issue impera- 
tive orders to their general counsels 
and counsels in local towns to keep 
their hands off the business of govern- 
ment, Which is that of the people, all 
this prejudice against railroads on 
the part of the people will in a short 
time disappear, and the two great in- 
terests of production and transporta- 
tion will work hand in hand to the 
great profit of both. 

Railroads are now at the forks of 
the road. One road, and the one 
which many of them have been travel- 
ing heretofore, leads direct to govern- 
ment ownership with all the _ tre- 
mendous risks which that proposition 
involves; for the people will not sub- 
mit to be governed by an artificial per- 
son or persons to which the law has 
denied the right of suffrage, and will 
be compelled sooner or later to take 
the business of transportation into 
their own hands. The other road, and 
it may seem just now a “straight and 
narrow” way, leads to peace, harmony, 
and co-operation between the transpor- 
tation companies and their patrons. 
It is not a question of doing, but of 
not doing, or, rather, ceasing to do. 
Will the corporations of lowa and the 
west choose this “straight and nar- 
row” way and convert suspicion into 
confidence, and enemies by the thou- 
sands into sineere friends, or will they 
continue to “heap up wrath against 
the day of wrath?” 





PROFESSOR HOLDEN ON THE 
CORN CROP. 


The daily papers in connection with 
their extravagant stories about the 
lowa corn crop have been quoting 
Professor Holden as. estimating it 
at about 400,000,000 bushels. Pro- 
fessor Holden has given such thorough 
and careful study to the corn crop in 
lowa and adjoining states that con- 
Siderable importance is attached to 
any estimate that he may make. We 
have never believed that he made such 
an estimate, but hearing the report 
from so many sources, and hearing 
also the criticisms of the farmers, who 
after all are the best judges of the 
yield of crops, we wrote him a letter 
asking him either to disavow the in- 
terview, or in case the interview was 
not a fake, give his reasons for such 
an estimate. He writes: 

“Iam glad you called my attention 
to the supposed interview in regard 
to the yield of corn the coming fall. 
Some years ago I adopted the policy 
of not being interviewed under any 
circumstances, and as a correlary to 
this proposition, that it was not worth 
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anyone’s while to try to catch up with 
any false statements that may be cir- 
culated. 

“I have never dared hope for any 
such amount of corn this year as I 
am accredited with estimating for 
lowa, and certainly there would be 
no advantage in placing myself on 
record in the way of a guess against 
the elements, as nine chances to one 
I would lose out. The corn root worm 
has done considerable damage in the 
state and there are a great many poor 
fields of corn, fields which have been 
washed out, and some weakened by 
the corn root worm and the corn root 
louse. 

“You are at perfect liberty to say 
that I have made no such estimate. 
It is possible for Iowa to produce that 
much corn, but it will not be done this 
year.” 

This statement should go far to set 
at rest this and other absurd stories 
that have been circulated as to the 
yield of corn in Iowa in 1905. If frost 
keeps off to the 15th of September 
much of the corn in the southern part 
of the state will be safe. By the 20th 
most of it will be safe up to the Illi- 
nois Central; but there is a good deal 
of corn that will require the full month 
of September for its maturity. In our 
judgment we will have more than 
an average yield, but not more than 
thirty-five bushels per acre. 





THE TIME TO CUT COMMON RED 
CLOVER FOR SEED. 

A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“IT want some information with re- 
gard to when to cut common red 
clover for seed. Mine was cut the 
first of July. Some of my neighbors 
say to cut before the heads are all 
ripe; others say to wait until they are 
all ripe. I don’t remember seeing any- 
thing about this in the Farmer, though 
I have taken it for five or six years.” 

This is another of those questions 


that must be answered by the farmer 
himself, and all that an editor can do 
is to state the conditions. In some 
years on account of the climatic con- 
ditions the first heads fill the best. 
In other years under a different set 
of conditions there is very little seed 
in the early bloom and plenty of seed 
in the later. An examination of the 
field by the farmer himself is the only 
way to determine the facts. Where 
the early bloom is well filled we would 
cut as early as possible in order to 
have a longer day and warm weather 
for the thrashing. Where the early 
bloom does not seem to fill well and 
the later bloom does, we would wait 
as long as possible before frost. Frost 
puts a stop to the filling. 


HOW TO GET FARMERS TO TEACH 
EACH OTHER. 


In last week’s issue we published a 
communication from Mr. E. P. Milner, 
of Montgomery county, Iowa, suggest- 
ing a method for increasing the inter- 
est of farmers in the experiments now 
being conducted at various poor farms 
in different counties. 

The aim of our correspondent is, 
when it is considered closely, the aim 
of every farmers’ institute and experi- 
ment station and every really good 
agricultural paper, namely. to. get 
farmers together so that they may 
teach each other, for all true education 
is after all self education. The weak- 
ness of the farmers’ institute is that 
it does not reach the men who really 
need help, for the simple reason that 
they don’t attend. The weakness of 
the experiment station is that only 
the best farmers go to the trouble of 
securing reports of their experiments. 
The weakness gf our correspondent’s 
plan is that only the very best farmers 
in the county will attend the meetings 
that he proposes or give the matter 
the slightest attention. 

We have used the word ‘‘weaknegs.” 
We don’t know but that we ought to 
modify it. In one sense it is a weak- 
ness, and in another it is not. The 
fact is that all progress is made 
through a few of the brightest men. 
We had a teacher once who boldly 
told his class that he did not care to 
bother with any but the _ brightest 
boys; that he could not afford to waste 
his time on the stupid ones. He told 
them plainly that if a boy had not 
the capacity and willingness to get 
down to hard work, he had better stay 
at home; it was a mistake to come to 
college at all; that the bright boys 
who had the ability and energy to 
secure an education were all that were 
worth bothering with. There is some 
truth in this view.

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you can’t have a thrifty calf until it 
gets a taste of the milk and helps it- 
self; and the keener its appreciation 
and enjoyment, the more good the 
milk will do it. 

So it is with the milk of human edn- 
eation. Only that truth profits which 
we take in with relish and keen en- 
joyment. Therefore the problem in 
every county and in every neighbor- 
hood is to get the real bright, pro- 
gressive, thinking farmers together to 
compare their experience, to discuss 
their methods, and as a result of this 
discussion the better methods will be 
followed with energy and vigor. An 
agricultural paper does a man no good 
unless he likes it, unless he reads it 
with keen enjoyment, unless he uses 
it as a means to increase his knowl- 
edge, to widen his experience and fill 
him with a greater enthusiasm for his 
life work. 

“You can lead a horse to water, but 
you can’t make him drink.” You can 
stuff a boy’s head with all sorts of 
knowledge, agricultural or otherwise, 
but unless he enjoys it and proceeds 
to work it out, it is of no particular 
benefit to him. We would welcome 
any method that would get the best 
farmers of the county or township or 
state together to discuss agricultural 
questions. When the less progressive 
neighbors see that these men are forg- 
ing ahead, the desire for improvement 
may be awakened in them, and then, 
and then only, will they make any real 
advancement. 


HULLING CLOVER. 

A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“IT have twelve acres of clover that 
for want of a clover huller I will have 
to thrash with a common thrasHing 
machine. As it will not take all the 
seed out, I intend to scatter the haulm 
over the pasture with my manure 
spreader. What will be the best time 
to spread it, this winter or early 
spring? I intend to run a disk over 
it and follow up with the weeder or 
harrow. If harrowed late this fall will 
the seed keep all right on the ground 
till spring?” 

An ordinary thrashing machine will 
not take nearly all the seed out of 
clover even when in its best condition, 
and it will often pay to run it through 
the second time. Even then it will 
pay to scatter this haulm over the field 
with a manure spreader, preparing the 
ground as our correspondent proposes. 
We think it would be entirely safe to 
do it late this fall when there is more 
time, as the clover will not sprout 
anyhow till the next spring. One of 
the best catches of clover we ever 





had was obtained by simply hauling 
out clover that would not pay for the 
thrashing, and feeding it to cattle on 
a piece of wild prairie pasture. 


SHORTAGE IN RUSSIA GRAIN 
CROPS. 


Apparently reliable reports from 
sixty-four provinces of the great em- 
pire of Russia reveal a shortage of 
851,000,000 bushels in all grains, as 
compared with last year. Of this 
25,200,000 bushels is winter wheat and 
155,000,000 bushels spring wheat. Rye, 
the great food stuff of Russia, is re- 
ported as 352,000,000 bushels short, 
with a reduction of 64,000 bushels in 
barley and 296,000,000 bushels in oats. 
Europe for the last two years has 
drawn her supply of oats from Russia, 
importing 100,000,000 bushels from 
Russia in the year ending August Ist, 
and but °,400,000 bushels were ex- 
ported trom the United States in the 
same time. 

Broomhall, the great English author- 
ity, says the recent Russian official 
report is withdrawn because it was 
based on stale data. The above re- 
ports from sixty-four provinces, how- 
ever, are semi-officially estimated. 
The total of wheat, rye, barley, and 
oats in these sixty-four provinces is 
given as 1,849,600,000 bushels, as com- 
pared with the official report of 
2,740,000,000 bushels last year.

United Kingdom at about $350 a head. 
The rest were seattered over different 
countries, and the average price of 
ali horses exported was less than $100 


per head 

During the same period we import- 
ed about 3,000 head, 1,500 of which 
were for breeding purposes. Of these 


200 came from the United Kingdom at 
ibout $495 per head; 559 came from 
France at about $580 per head; 407 
came from British North America at 
$200 per head; 324 from other coun- 
tries. The average price for ail was 
$425 per head. Of horses other than 
breeding stock we imported 1,479, 
nearly all of them from British North 
America, and at an average price of 
$170 per head. All this for the seven 
months ending July, 1905. 

When we consider that our horse 
stock is 17,000,000, this foreign trade 


is utterly insignificant. It is some- 
what surprising in view of the fact 
that we can grow good horses much 
cheaper than any country in Europe, 
and as cheaply as any country in the 
civilized world, unless it may be on 
the prair‘es of South America. The 
only conceivable reason why we are 
not exporting horses largely to the 
old world is that we are not growing 


them good enough, or because the busi- 
ness has been so prosperous for the 
last five or six years that our own 
requirements absorb practically all 
the supply. This will not always last. 
No association of men are able to in- 
sure us against adversity. It will as 
certainly come as the years come, and 
we will then have to look to the for- 
eign demand or accept ruinous 
prices for our surplus. 

Our readers will remember only a 
few years ago when horses were some- 
times given away, sometimes sold for 
the price of the halter, and one could 
very good horse for twenty-five 
or thirty dollars. We shall probably 
never see as low prices as that again;

but unless we grow good horses that 
will be acceptable to the foreign mar- 
bet, we must expect when adversity 


does come to accept ruinous prices for 


hcrees that have to be sold. 

The insurance against adversity 
Whenua it does come, therefore, will be 
in growing good horses, the very best. 
The soil and climate of the United 
States, and especially of the Missis- 
sippi valley, is generally adapted to 


draft horses, horses that the

cost of their production. While there 
is a an profit in growing roadsters 
and fast horses to the man who is 
ible to train them, the profit to the 
ordinary farmer lies in growing the 
draft horse, for the reason that the

duction, while in the roadster it con- 
stitutes a very large proportion, also 
in the coacher or speed hoise. 

The greatest difficulty the farmer 
has to meet with is that of securing 
a suitable sire. Until recently we 
have been largely dependent upon im- 
ported horses. The cost of purchase 
and of importation, together with the 


enormous cost of selling them under 
present methods, puts these beyond 
the price which the farmer can afford 
to pay for his own use or for the use 


ot his immediate neighbors, and there- 
fore more horse companies must be 
formed.

which makes it profitable for the large 
farmer to own a stallion for his own 
use. The time has now come when it 
will pay any farmer who has a good, 
rich farm paid for to purchase for 
ordinary use on his own farm recorded 
mares, which he can breed to some 
neighboring stallion and produce a 
class of colts the best of which will 
bring very profitable prices at the 
hands of a breeder of horses, and the 
poorest of which will make most ex- 
cellent draft horses for the general 
market. When we get around to this 
point, and we are coming toward it 
rapidly each year, we will be able to 
produce horses which will furnish us 
a profit whether times are good or bad, 
for there is a world across the water 
which will be ready to take them at 
these profitable prices no matter what 


happens. 
The farmer, however, must grow 
good horses. He must be very careful 


in selecting good mares to have them 
of the size and quality required, and 
free from all hereditary diseases or 
diseases that may be transmitted by 
inheritance, such as curly hocks, 
spavin, ringbone, and similar diseases 
of the bony *system. 

Then he must feed them well from 
colthood up. It is a great mistake 
suppose that a man can grow a good 
horse by the starvation method, that 
he can develop a horse that weighs 
from 1,600 to 2,000 pounds by allow- 
ing it to winter on the north side of 
a wire fence and to absorb its fatness 
from the stalk fields. The day of 
miracles is past. These mountains of 
flesh and muscle must be fed with 
muscle-making and bone-making ma- 
terial; they can not be grown on corn- 
stalks or on corn afone. They must 
not only have muscle-making and bone- 
making feed, but plenty of it. 

It is folly for the farmer to monkey 
with forty-dollar horses such as we 
are selling to Cuba. The Texan ranch 
and the southern states can furnish all 


of these that are needed, and can do 
so at a small profit. 

Farmers must give up the idea of 
cross-breeding in the horse line. If 


they are growing drafts, let them grow 
drafts of whatever breed they fancy. 
If they are growing roadsters, they 
should entirely exclude all draft blood. 
If growing coach horses, they should 
exclude everything except coaching 
blood or the best bred Standard stock. 
In horses, as in everything else, breed 
for a special purpose. Determine what 
that purpose is, use the blood lines 
that lead to that end, and stick to this, 
and you will make money, whether 
prices are high or low, the times good 
or bad. 


STOMACH WORMS IN SHEEP.

The best remedy for worms in sheep, 
as we have often said, is change of 
pasture. This will prevent the worms 
to a very large extent. It is safe to

The handiest way to do 
this is to dry yard the sheep in the 
evening and administer the remedy 
the next morning. 
Just a word about 
animals. It is better to give sheep 
a drench while they are standing as 
in this position more of the medicine 
will go direct to the fourth stomach, 
where the stomach worms are found. 
Fasten a brass or iron tube in the 
end of a rubber hose a couple or three 


drenching the 


feet in length, fasten a small funnel 
in the other end of the hose, put the 


tube back in the animal’s mouth be- 
tween the back teeth, have your helper 
raise the funnel end of the hose, and 
the funnel.

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RENTING ON THE SHARES. 


As soon as farmers get their grain 
thrashed they usually begin to make 
contracts for the next year’s opera- 
tions, and write us with reference to 
what is fair and just and equitable 
between man and man in the matter 
of renting on the shares. Th® condi- 
tions on different farms and in differ- 
ent sections are so varied that no 
specific statements can be made as 
to what is just and equitable and fair 
that will be of even general applica- 
tion. 

Where the land is used only for the 
production of grain for sale there is 
scarcely need of any suggestion. The 
custom of the neighborhood should 
as a rule govern. In the newer sec- 
tions of the country. where land is 
cheap, the custom is for the renter to 
pay all the expense for labor, whether 
human or animal, and board for both, 
with the expense of seed, thrashing, 
and all that, and give the landlord 
one-third. As land advances in value 
the landlord’s share rises to two-fifths 
and finally to one-half. In the matter 
of grain rent the custom of the coun- 
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try is generally a safe rule to follow. 

Where this share farming includes 
live stock, however, the situation be- 
comes more complicated. In fact, 
where the grain is raised and with 
most of the grass and roughage on 
the farm fed to live stock the owner 
of the land and the tenant really oc- 
cupy two different relations. It is 
therefore just as well to make two 
distinct contracts; one as above out- 
lined, where the tenant furnishes all 
the labor of every kind and its sup- 
port, and receives his share of the 
grain as determined by the custom 
of the country; and the second where 
the land owner and tenant or renter 
are no longer landlord and tenant, but 
partners in the business of growing 
and feeding live stock. 

Where there is no dairying carried 
on but simply straight live stock 
farming, the general rule is for each 
of these partners to furnish half the 
stock and half the feed and divide 
equally. If, for example, the land- 
lord gets two-fifths of the grain and 
the tenant three-fifths, the tenant 
should reserve one-fifth in a separate 
crib for his own use as feed for his 
horses and the cows that he is usu- 
ally permitted to keep for his own 
use. The other two-fifths with the 
two-fifths belonging to the landlord 





goes into a crib or granary and is 
fed to the live stock. 

Where dairying is part of the farm- 
ing operations, the tenant furnishing 
half the feed and owning half the 
stock is entitled to more ‘than one- 
half the proceeds. If he should be 
allowed the cream one day in the 
week or perhaps a little more, it would 
perhaps fairly compensate him for 
the extra labor involved. Where this 
kind of farming is carried on and the 
tenant has calves raised from his own 
cows to sell he should turn these in 
to the firm at weaning time at a fair 
price. 

Much depends also on the propor- 
tion of pasture land to agricultural 
land on the farm; and much depends 
on whether the landlord looks after 
the buying and selling of the cattle, 
or whether the tenant does the buy- 
ing and selling. In the latter case he 
is entitled to something for this serv 
ice; and where the amount of pasture 
is small the landlord can afford to 
give the firm the use of the pasture 
for this service. Where the amount 
ot pasture is large, however, the land- 
Jord should charge cash rent to the 
firm for the use of part of the pasture. 

We mention these details not to 
furnish any solution of the problem, 
but to show how complicated becomes

We think the time is coming, and 
that before a great many years, when 
farming on the shares will disappear 
and land owners will rent their farms 
for a series of years, cash rent, to 
tenants who will be able to furnish all 
their own stock and pocket the profits 
themselves, or the landlord will em- 
ploy the tenant as a farm manager, 
give personal oversight to the busi- 
ness, and pocket any profits over and 
above the salary of the manager and 
other necessary expenses.

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SELECTING SEED CORN BEFORE 
MATURITY. 


An lowa correspondent writes us 
that he always selects his seed corn 
as soon as the husks turn brown, 
hangs it up in the corn crib until he 


rn, and then stores 
has never failed to 
The reason he gives 
thus early is that in 
fifty years there have been three in 
which the seed corn was injured by 
early freezing before it was thoroughly 
dry 

We mention this not to commend 
the practice, for we believe that grain 
of all kinds intended for seed should 
be allowed to reach full maturity, but 
to warn our readers of the danger of 
allowing their seed corn to be frozen 
before it is entirely dry. One of our 
subscribers in Illinois, who is very 
eareful about the selection of his seed 
corn, had his entire selection seriously 
injured a couple of years ago by an 
early freeze before it was thoroughly 
dried out by exposure to the open air. 

We are liable to have a sharp freeze 
in the early part of November, or even 
in the last days of October; and if 
seed corn is not completely dried out 
by that time it may be seriously in- 
jured if not destroyed. This can all be 
avoided if the farmer will be on his 
guard and take a few minutes when a 
cold snap is evidently coming to put 
his corn in the barn or in the house 
or somewhere else where it will have 
protection. 

After corn is thoroughly dried freez- 
ing don’t hurt it; but a very severe 
freezing with even a small amount of 
moisture may prove fatal. Very few 
farmers realize how much water even 
apparently dry corn carries. If you 
want to find out, take a half dozen 
ears when fully dented, weigh them, 
hang them up in the open air, and in 
three or four weeks weigh them again. 
Then take them into the house for a 
couple of weeks longer and give them 
a final weighing. We did a little of 
this experimenting in the office last 
year, and were quite surprised at the 
results. 

Good seed corn must be thoroughly 
dry and then kept dry at a tempera- 
ture above frost, as, for example, in 
a dry cellar.

WINTER WHEAT QUESTIONS. 


A Cass county, Iowa, correspondent 
writes: 

“First, Would you advise harrowing 
winter wheat after the disk drill? 
Second, Where oats have come up on 
plowing would you try to kill them 
before sowing wheat? Third, Would 
you drill north and south, or east and 
west?” 

We see no advantage whatever in 
harrowing winter wheat immediately 
after the disk drill. The time to har- 
row winter wheat is in the spring of 
the year. If the ground is in good 
condition the disk drill will cover the 
wheat perfectly, and harrowing would 
not be a benefit in any way. 

We would not attempt to kill off 
volunteer oats. They will do the 
wheat no harm, but will on the other 
hand serve as a winter protection, 
especially in an open prairie country, 
and the winter freezing will kill them. 

We prefer drilling north and south 
rather than east and west, for the 
reason that when you sow clover in 
the spring and harrow it in, as it 
should be when sown with winter 
wheat, it will get more benefit from 
the sun if the grain is drilled north 
and south; and sunshine is sometimes 
a matter of considerable importance 
to the young plants.

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SEED CORN DAY. 


The various associations that have 
interested themselves in the increase 
of the corn yield of Iowa and other 
western states have appointed October 
10th as seed corn day, on which day 
they urge farmers to go into their 
fields and select their seed corn for 
the next year, selecting from twice to 
three times as much as they expect 
to use. 

We heartily approve of this idea. 
By October 10th corn will be thor- 
oughly mature, fit to pull, and the 
farmer will then be able to judge not 
merely of the ear, but of the character 
of the stalk. He can then gather his 
corn, tie the husks together, or tie 
several ears together with binding 
twine, hang them up across a pole or 
against the barn where there is free 
circulation of air, and thus give them 
an opportunity to dry out as _ thor- 
oughly as possible before severe freez- 
ing weather may be expected. 


FULL-BLOOD AND THOROUGH- 
BRED. 


A Madison county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes: 

“Please explain the difference be- 
tween the terms full-blood and thor- 
oughbred.” 

As these terms are used by most 
people they are intended to express 
the same meaning. They are, how- 
ever, invariably improperly used. 
When a breeder or farmer speaks of 
a cow as a full-blood or thoroughbred 
he has in mind a cow that is pedigreed 
and eligible to registry in the herd 
book of the breed. There ‘are some, 
however, who use the term full-blood 
to mean an animal which is pure bred 
or practically so but not eligible to 
registry. There is no warrant for this 
use of the term, and it is improper and 
deceptive. Thoroughbred is properly 
used in a breeding sense only when 
referring to the Thoroughbred breed 
of horses. It should not be used with 
reference to cattle, hogs, or any other 
animals. Full-blood is superfluous in 
the breeder’s vocabulary. If he wishes 
to speak of an animal as being pure 
bred or pedigreed he should say pure 
bred or pedigreed. There is no op- 
portunity for a misunderstanding of 
his meaning when these terms are 
used. 


PROTECTION FROM LIGHTNING.

FALL PLOWING SOD. 


To Wallaces. Farmer 

Clover sod I would not plow in the 
fall under any ordinary circumstances. 
Timothy sod two or three years old I 
would plow in the spring, but with 
older timothy sod with perhaps some 
blue grass in it and which may possi- 
bly have been tramped by stock when 
wet so that the soil would bake when 
dry I would consider the fall plowing. 
Blue grass sod is better for the fall 
plowing. 

Someone asks why not plow clover 
sod in the fall. Well, the ground is 
loose, and during the winter there will 
be much wasted fertility. If the win- 
ter is dry and open some of the fer- 
tility will be blown away and if the 
ground is covered with snow when 
the snow goes off in the spring some 
of the soil will go with it, and the 
spring rains will take away consider- 
able of the soil. But, best of all, if we 
plow in the spring we will get about 
two more months’ fall growth of clover 
roots in the ground, which is valuable 


to the following crop. With young 
timothy sod it is much the same—a 


nicer and better job can be done easier 
in the spring. 

But, someone says, what about the 
cut worms? We want fall plowing to 
kill them. Well, I never had a field 
of corn reduced below a_ profitable 
stand by cut worms, so I never worry 
about what don’t happen. Here is 
my way of getting the timothy sod 
ready for corn: Plow in the spring 
as soon as the ground is firm enough 
to hold the team. Sod will plow easier 
just after the frost is out than it ever 
will again. Use a breaking plow that 
will lay a furrow flat as a board and 
run the plow not less than five inches 
deep—six is better. A week after 
plowing go over it with a disk, not 
lapping it. In another week go over 
it again with the disk, going the same 
way, lapping the disk half on each 
furrow that was made before, which 
will leave the ground level. Set the 
disk to run fairly deep, but not deep 
enough to tear up any “scalps,” for 
they will be unsightly and in the way 
and the present crop will get little or 
no good from them. In a week har- 
row it, riding on the harrow, so as to 
stir the top two or three inches thor- 
oughly. In another week harrow 
again, riding on the harrow. Then it 
will be about the last of May and time 
to plant. You will have an ideal seed 
bed, not a green thing on it, no cut 
worms left to bother, the moles and 
mice will all be driven away, there 
will be no sods to bother the culti- 
vator, the ground will be in prime 
condition to stand the dry weather 
later on if it should come, and when 
you come to gather the corn you will 
think that you did it about right. 

Now, the old blue grass pasture is 
a hard proposition. It is hard on the 
horses, and what is hard on _ the 
horses is hard on me. I have tried 
it many ways and have settled to 
plowing about two inches deep in the 
fall, usually just before husking, so 
as to get all the pasture possible. 
Then in the spring plow six inches 
deep, harrow once, and it is ready to 
plant, and when cultivating you will 
not think you are working sod ground. 
This method puts the ground in ideal 
shape to stand the dry weather that 
may come lateron. This is the easiest 
on horses of any way, I find, as both 
plowings will be easy, and it can be 
done fully as quick as the once plow- 
ing and disking. Old pasture is usu- 
ally too dry and hard to plow in the 
fall so it is left till spring. Then it 
plows uard and the plow is run shal- 
lower, and if wet weather follows the 
grass is a long time dying, or a few 
days’ sun will put those sods in condi- 
tion where the disk will have little 
effect on them, the harrow don’t do 
them much good, and it is not satis- 
factory using the planter or culti- 
vator, for we have a very poor seed 
bed and when gathering time comes 
the results are not always satisfac- 
tory. The two-inch plowing in the fall 
will quickly kill the grass and the sod 
is well rotted by spring. 

Every farmer who farms enough to 
have a few acres of sod to plow each 
year should have a breaking plow. It 
is much easier and better than a stir- 
ring plow in sod. 

Years ago when the land was new 
the fall plowing was far preferable 
for corn, but since the land has grown 
older conditions have changed and 
there are but few cases where I favor 
fall plowing. ‘

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OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 

Chicago, Sept. 25.—Certainly there is 
a bright business outlook, and everyone 
is looking forward to good times for an- 
other year The corn crop is expected 
to reach 2,716,900,000 bushels, according 
to the recent government figures, while 
the wheat crop is placed at 704,447,000 
bushels. The corn crop exceeds all 
records, and the only time the country 
raised more wheat was in 1901, when the 
crop was 748,460,000 bushels. Already in- 
vestment securities are advancing as a 
result of the large crops and the satis- 
factory condition generally of the coun- 
try Firmer rates prevail for money, but 
no one can complain of extreme rates 
so long as loans are being made by Chi- 
cago financial institutions at 4% to 5 per 
cent. So far as the speculative world is 
concerned, the transactions in stocks. 
grain, and provisions are mainly carried 
on by professional traders, and the farm- 
ing sections are thus far not trading to 
any marked extent Gold that had been 
accumulated in France in anticipation 
of another Russian loan has been ex- 
ported, part of it coming this way, while 
German investors have been buying 
Pennsylvania railroad convertible 3% per 
cent bonds Exports from the United 
States have increased in volume, and so 
have the imports, leaving the net bal- 
ance of trade in our favor $12,000,000 
greater for the past eight months than 
a year ago The banks make a strong 
showing The comptroller of the cur- 
rency makes the following report: ‘‘In- 
cluding the Chicago institutions, the 
national banks of the entire state have 
assets aggregating $572,971,569, a gain of 
nearly $40,000,000 during the past year. 
The gain in deposits for the entire state 
for the year was $18,350,000, this item 
alone going from $257,032,268 to $276,- 
382,278 during the past year The in- 
crease in loans and discounts for the 
entire state was $29,492,323, the total for 
September 5, 1904, being $300,149,796, and 
on August 25th last $3829,642,119." 

In several of the north central states 
ensilaging of corn is under way. The 
corn crop is now mostly safe, and farm- 
ers are well pleased with the situation, 
as well they may be. Plowing and seed- 
ing are going forward, and the pastur- 
age in most sections is all that could be 
desired Ohio reports say buckwheat is 
tilling well in the north and is ripening 
in the south, while plowing and corn cut- 

















ting are progressing favorably. To a 
large extent thrashing is completed in 
various states, and rye seeding is in 
progress in Minnesota In that state 


shock thrashing is approaching comple- 
tion, and thrashing from the stack 1s 
going forward nicely except in the north- 
ern counties. lowa farming reports, like 
those of Illinois and Indiana, are ex- 
tremely satisfactory in the main Gen- 
erally there has been good progress in 
fall plowing in lowa, and more*than the 
usual acreage of fall wheat has been 
sown. Here and there farmers have seri- 
ous obstacles to contend with, and Mis- 
souri has been suffering from another 
destructive tlood. Miles of railway track 
have been washed away, and thousands 
of acres of corn land have been under 
water, the crops on them being a total 
Oss 

Cattle have been shipped to market for 
still another week in greatly excessive 
numbers, the supplies embracing unusu- 
ally liberal shipments from the ranges 
of Montana, Wyoming, and the Dakotas. 
The result is seen in a steady settling 
down of prices for the great bulk of 
the cattle, both natives and rangers, but 
materially decreased offerings of strictly 
prime farm-fed cattle made strong mar- 
kets for that. class Farm-fed steers 
have been selling at £3.50 to $4.50 for the 
poorer class and at $5.50 to $6.40 for the 
better class, with the greater part sell- 
ing at $4.60 to $6.00, and exporters very 
good buyers of good to choice kinds at 
$5.25 to $5.75 Cows and heifers have 
been selling on a basis of $1.25 to $5.00, 
with the best canner cows bringing $2.25, 
while bulls found buyers at $2.00 to $4.25, 
with calves offered at $2.50 to $7.50 per 
100 pounds and milkers and springers at 
$20 to $50 per head Western range cat- 
tle have been marketed in much larger 
numbers than in former years, and they 
have been sold at $3.00 to $5.00 for 
steers and at $2.40 to $3.85 for cows and 
heifers, with only a small percentage of 
cattle sales above $4. The average qual- 
ity of the range cattle is falling off, and 
they are declining in price and coming 
into close competition with the poorer 
class of natives Aside from the com- 
paratively few prime heavy native steers 
needed for eastern markets, the popular 
demand is for handy little yearlings, and 
the general run of heavy cattle sell un- 
satisfactorily The stocker and feeder 
traffic is gaining in volume, and better 
cattle are wanted to a large extent than 
not long ago The range of prices ex- 
tends from $2.25 to $4.45. Native cattle 
declined from 20 to 30 cents per 100 
pounds during the week, while range cat- 
tle were largely from 20 cents to 40 cents 
lower Nearly 2,000 stockers and feed- 
ers were left unsold on Saturday. 

Hogs were active and dull at times dur- 
ing the past week, the Chicago packers 
holding off at such times as they saw 
prices advancing too much to suit their 
ideas It is not generally thought that 
prices are going to rule better perma- 
nently, and commission firms have been 
advising farmers to ship their hogs 
whenever ready to market. The average 
weight has been around 244 pounds, and 
strong weight butcher hogs have been 
selling at the highest prices, commanding 
a good premium over light bacon hogs. 
The government report shows a _ short- 
age of 6 per cent in the crop of stock 
hogs compared with last year. The gov- 
ernment reports are not generally re- 
garded as accurate, however, and it will 
be remembered perhaps that the short- 
age reported by the government officials 
last vear was followed by an increased 
marketing of over two million hogs. In 
all probability hogs will be placed on a 
lower basis for the coming packing sea- 
son. The pig crop is a fine, healthy one, 
and plenty of hogs are practically assured 
for the coming packing season. Pro- 
visions are selling at high prices, but 
they are retailed much cheaper than beef 
or mutton, and this makes them more 
popular with a great majority of peo- 
ple, for whatever affects the pocketbook 
tells in the long run. Hogs are stili sell- 
ing at prices that admit of handsome 
returns to feeders, and farmers show no 
disposition to quit the business with an 
abundance of cheap corn in sight Late 
last week prices for hogs rallied, and 
closed about the same as a week earlier,

with sales at $4.90 to $5.80. Butcher 
and shipping lots of strong weight hogs 
sold at $5.60 to $5.80, light weights aver- 
aging from 140 to 195 pounds at $5.15 to 
$5.70 and pigs at $4.40 to $5.50. 

The sheep and lamb market has shown 
remarkable strength considering the ex- 
tremely liberal numbers shipped in from 
the ranges of the west. The receipts 
have grown amazingly during the last 
few weeks, but they have deteriorated 
wonderfully in quality, and the offerings 
of strictly prime sheep and lambs have 
fallen off surprisingly. Sales of sheep 
and lambs around top prices have been 
few and far between, and so scarce have 
been the best mutton flocks that the 
butchers have had to fall back on the 
next best class, taking many a flock that 
some feeder had hoped to buy. This has 
checked in a measure the decline in 
prices for feeder sheep and lambs, and 
prime breeder ewes have sold very high, 
a sale of 529 head of Washington range 
yearling breeding ewes that averaged 90 
pounds at $5.50 per 100 pounds being re- 
ported a few days ago. The marketing 
of native sheep and lambs has been on 
a very contracted scale, and stockmen 
are undoubtedly waiting until the ranges 
stop shipping. At the close of the week 
sales were on a basis of $3.00 to $4.8 
for sheep, with the best mutton ewet 
selling around $4.65 and breeding ewes 
at $3.50 to $5.00, while sales were made 
of feeder ewes at $3.50 to $4.15, feeder 
wethers at $4.20 to $4.65 and feeder year- 
lings at $5.00 to $5.25. Rams sold at 
$3.00 to $4.00. Lambs found buyers at 
$4.50 to $6.35 for inferior to fair. with 
good to prime grades at $6.50 to $7.65 and 
range feeder lambs wanted at $5.50 to 
$6.40, the best range lambs selling at 
$7.25. 

Horses were received in unusually 
large numbers last week, and the com- 
moner grades sold off from $2.50 to $10.00 
per head, but the choicer animals sold 
as high as ever, with a good general de- 
mand Heavy drafters were especially 
animated at $170 to $220 per head, with 
scattering sales at $225 to $375. Drivers 
sold on a basis of $75 to $370, while farm 
mares and small chunks found buyers at 
a range of $45 to $115. Big loggers sold 
at $150 to $180. Ww. 








Clay, Robinson & Co., under date of 
September 23d, write: ‘Receipts of 94,000 
cattle for this week were about as large 
us were ever received in the history of 
this market, and considering the weight 
of the cattle it is probably bv far the 
largest supply of beef that has ever ar- 
rived in one week Under the pressure 
of such a run prices declined rapidly and 
values on all classes of steers are at the 
low point of the month. While a few 
fancy loads of medium steers sold at $6.35 
to $6.40, yet these sales were the ex- 
ception and offerings good enough to go 
above $6.00 were very scarce. Especially 
during the latter part of the week was 
the trade extremely dull and, in fact, it 
was almost impossible to dispose of 
steers on Thursday and Friday, many 
good lots being held over for the next 
week's trade. The bulk of the native 
supply is 25 to 40 cents lower than at 
the close of last week, while choice 
grades have declined 10 to 15 cents. The 
run of about 45,000 westerns for the week 
also set a new record at this market, 
and values in that division are generally 
25 to 40 cents lower. Most classes of 
butcher stock show 15 to 30 cents de- 
cline and the light supply received on 
Friday was extremely hard to dispose of. 
The supplies of stockers and feeders were 
of good size and offered fairly good selec- 
tion to choose from. Values on most 
grades are 10 to 15 cents lower and it is 
probable that next week will be a good 
time for feeders to secure their stock. 

“The supply of hogs totaled about 
110,000 for the week and values at pres- 
ent are but little different from those 
prevailing at last week's close The 
shipping trade is of very small propor- 
tions at this time and packers are left 
to buy practically all the supplies. A 
premium is now paid for choice medium 
weights, while heavy packing hogs are 
rather in excess of the demand and will 
undoubtedly go at lower prices from now 
on. With prospects of a good corn crop 
and plenty of young hogs in sight it is 
probable that values will go lower in the 
near future, and it would seem advisable 
in view of these facts to market all hogs 
that are in fair condition as soon as 
possible. On today's market the bulk of 
the good hogs go at $5.60 to $5.70, with 
the top at $5.80. 

“The supplies of 156,000 sheep for the 
week set a new mark for the season, and 
although prices held up very well under 
this immense run yet trade in mutton 
stock was rather dull on each day. Prac- 
tically all grades of killing stock lost 15 
to 30 cents during the latter part of the 
week and the present level of values is 
about 10 to 15 cents” below last week's 
close. The big end of the trade during 
the week was in feeding stock, over 
15,000 of these being sent to the country. 
Feeders regained a good part of the loss 
in last week's prices and are now 15 to 
20 cents below the high point of the 
season. At this time best feeding wethers 
go at $4.50 to $4.65, while choice feeding 
lambs sell at $6 to $6.40. Best grades 
of killing wethers closed the week at 
$4.60 to $4.80, while good to prime ewes 
went at $4.25 to $4.65. There seems to 
be no end of the sheep supplies in sight, 
and it is probable that any change in 
the market will be lower.”

BARRON & SON’S ANGUS SALE. 


John Barron & Son, of Fayette, Mis- 
souri, successfully held their sale at that 
place September 20th, as advertised, but 
under great disadvantages. There is only 
one railroad at Fayette and the morning 
train that should have brought the crowd 
from one direction did not get in until 
after seven o'clock in the evening. Sev- 
eral who had started on this train came 
on through and stopped to see a neigh- 
bor breeder, but of course did the sale 
no good. Ilowever, quite a number came 
in on the train from the north, including 
several prominent Angus breeders from 














Illinois and Iowa (not all of whom were 
buyers), which, with a good home crowd, 
made a very respectable showing, and 
there were buyers for everythine offered. 
The cattle had been brought in five miles 
from the farm the day before and were 
gaunted up, not showing nearly so well 
as they did at the farm a month before 
For this reason the cattle would loubt 
edly have brought more money if the 
sale would have been held at the farm 
and for this reason, too, a lot of good 
Angus were sold at very moderate prices 
The average was about $114, not including 
several that were sold without having 
been catalogued. The top price of the 
sale was $325, which was paid by Hugh 
Elliott, of Estill, Missouri, for the Drumin 
Lucy cow_ Lucy sarron, a _ typical 
‘‘Doddie’”’ of extra quality and one of the 
best breeding cows in the herd. The herd 
bull Rosegay Barron, who was not show- 
ing in as good form as he did a month 
before the sale, was secured at the low 
price of $200 by Walter Miller, of Fay- 
ette. The offering included a bunch of 
heifers around twelve months old that 
sold well but were rather young to bring 
high prices.

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TIMELY POULTRY TOPICS. 


Hen manure is one of the most val- 
uable fertilizers. The best way of 
preserving it is to mix it with twice 
its bulk of dry dirt, adding a quart 
of plaster to a bushel of the mixture. 
Keep it in a dry place. 


This is the month to wield the 
whitewash brush. Neglect to reach 
every crack and crevice, every knot- 
hole and corner, will be punished by 
a return of the greatest enemies of 
the poultryman—lice and mites. If 
the whitewash does not penetrate 
every crevice, saturate these with dis- 
infectants, reach them in some way, 
or much of your labor is lost. 


New nests must be arranged also. 
If the hens are not egg eaters and 
the house a small one boxes answer 
the purpose of nests. The principal 
thing is to have the furnishings of the 
hen house movable. Tiers of nest 
boxes with a hinged lid for con- 
venience in gathering the eggs are 
often used. These with a sloping top 
to discourage roosting are attached to 
the wall to save floor space, and face 
the wall to insure darkness. These 
nest boxes are twice the width of the 
nests; half the width is for a plat- 
form separated from the nests by a 
narrow strip or lath. The end pieces 
are of one board with a square cut 
out for the doorway. 


Rtoosts should always be movable. 
This is accomplished by screwing a 
heavy eye in the walls, and a hook 
in each of the roosts. Another plan 
is to lay the roosts across low trellises, 
removing roosts and trellis for the 
weekly cleaning, and painting with 
lice killer or kerosene. 


Put the roosts in the warmest part 
of the house. In cold climates, such 
as our own, it is well to enclose them, 
having the front so arranged as to 
open or close as desired. 

Windows “put in to stay” are an 
abomination. Fresh air is as neces- 
sary to chickens as to men. In the 
war being waged against tuberculosis 
among the human race there is a con- 
stant cry for fresh air. If the patient 
ean afford to travel he is sent to the 
mountains; he must stay at home, 
a window tent has been devised, giv- 
ing the patient the benefits of outdoor 
air the night through. That is exactly 
what our chickens must have, fresh 
air the night through. To allow them 
to roost in a musty, stuffy house, over 
the droppings collected since nobody 
knows when, in a house where the 
windows are fastened in and the only 
opening is a narrow door, is to invite 
disease. 





In an exchange we notice the fol- 
lowing: “Of the flocks of thorough- 
breds that have been left to shift for 
themselves with improper feed, filthy 
quarters and often little protection 
from the cold, none that have come 
under my notice have kept up as good 
appearance and vigor as the Plymouth 
Rocks” We would not like to think 
this was the reason that the Plymouth 
Rock is generally regarded as the 
farmers’ favorite fowl. 

The winter quarters for laying stock 
should be in readiness by the middle 
of August, and the pullets domiciled 
thereby September Ist. Open all the 
doors and windows, and keep them 
open. To remove chickens from open 
air conditions and close them tightly 
in a hen house is to invite colds and 
roup. It may take more than two 
weeks to get the young stock accus- 
tomed to new quarters. If it does, you 
have the satisfaction of knowing that 
your flock is not being injured by 
their nights out, and that in the long 
run if you have patience you will have 
them broken to the new quarters be- 
fore forced to it by the season. 


LOSS AMONG TURKEYS. 


A Fairfield, Iowa, reader writes 
that her turkeys are dying just when 
they commence to get the second 
growth of feathers. They have good 
range, are fed on wheat and _ curd, 
seem healthy and strong. They refuse 
to eat, the droppings are yellow, and 
the feathers rough. They usually die 
in about a day. Chickens in the same 
yards are not affected, and neighbors’ 
turkeys are all right. There are no

lice, and no apparent cause for the 
trouble. 

Almost any disorder affects a tur- 
key’s digestive organs and causes the 
droppings to become a yellow or green- 
ish color. Only a careful post-mortem 
examination would give a clue to the 
disease affecting this flock. It would 
seem that the best plan would be to 
clear out all the stock now on hands 
and begin next year with fresh blood, 
keeping the turkeys on ground that 
had been purified by the growing of re 
crop since turkeys last ran over it, 
by disinfecting. The trouble ossiaiuae 
is not cholera. It is practically useless 
to doctor a turkey. The only treat- 
ment we can now suggest is to give 
the poults epsom salts in milk, and 
keep them on a diet of grass only 
when the droppings turn yellow. 
Twenty grains of epsom salts is the 
dose for a mature turkey, one-fourth 
pint of the saits to a gallon of water 
or milk. We will be glad to hear from 
any of our readers who have had the 
same trouble with their turkeys. In- 
bred turkeys are subject to digestive 
disorders. 


POST MORTEMS OF POULTRY. 


Post mortem examinations are our 
greatest aids, our best teachers in the 
diagnosis of fowl diseases. A chicken 
does not simply stop breathing, does 
not die from old age or _ senile 
dementia; there is a reason for every 
death, and in order to doctor the flock 
understandingly it is necessary to note 
the symptoms of the fowl while alive, 
kill it and examine it thoroughly. In 
dressing a healthy fowl look at each 
organ to learn its appearance in a 
normal state. The good poultryman 
is always more or less ashamed of 
sickness and death in his flock; he 
feels it is a reflection on his care, and 
takes steps to prevent the spread of 
the disorder. Sickness and death will 
occur, however, in the best of flocks, 
and the only thing the poultryman 
can do is to discover the cause of 
the loss and improve the conditions 
of his flock. We have been having 
some trouble in our own flock, indi- 
cated by discolored feathers about 
the vent; loose, black droppings, and 
a stiffness in the walk of a few hens. 
Eggs laid by these hens were infer- 
tile, shells weak, and white of egg 
thin. We killed the fowl showing 
the most symptoms of disorder and 
held a post mortem. She had 
weighed eight pounds in _ perfect 
health; after death she weighed six 
pounds. The liver was slightly en- 
larged—no spots; egg organs in good 
condition; gizzard a little soft; and no 
sourness of the digestive tract. Then 
we cut open the intestines with a pair 
of sharp scissors, submerged them in 
warm water, and immediately the 
pan seemed full of ribbon-like forms, 





winding and twisting like a snake 
the bird was badly infested with tape- 
worms. Our treatment has been tur- 
pentine fed in mash, a tablespoonful 
to a pint of mash. Three feeds of this 
will be followed by a dose of castor 
oil, and for a few weeks we will feed 
in the mash once a week a teaspoonful 
of powdered pomegranate root bark 
to fifty fowls. It is claimed that tape- 
worms propagate in the livers of mice 
and that fowls may become infested 
by eating these. The appearance of 
worms of any kind calls for a thor- 
ough cleanmg of the houses and 
yards, and the disposition by burning 
or removal of the litter in the houses 
and about the yards, also disinfection 
of the yards. 
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Shingle roofs will rot and are Ifable to burn;

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PRODUCING GOOD EXTRACTED 
HONEY. 
To Waliaces’ Farmer: 

What is it that gives honey its 
yalue? It is not simply its sweetness, 
which is of low power; but it is its 
fine flavor and rich aroma. These are 
the qualities which make honey what 
it is—a luxury—and, if we wish its 
use continued as a sweet sauce, we 
must learn to produce and care for it 
in such &@ Manner as to preserve its 
ambrosial, palate-tickling qualities. 
Freshly gathered nectar is one of the 
most “silly” tasting and sickening 
of sweets. To be sure, it has the 
favor of the flowers from which it 
was gathered; but that smooth, rich, 
only honey taste, that lingers in the 
mouth, must be furnished by the bees. 
Honey extracted when “green,” and 
evaporated in the open air, is not only 
lacking in the element that comes 
from the secretions of the bees, but 
its blossom-flavor is half lost by evap- 
oration. To be sure, evaporation must 
take place if left in the hive, but 
evaporation in the open air and evapo- 
ration in the aroma-laden air of the 
hive produce different results. 

One reason why comb honey is, in 
so many instances, found to be more 
delicious than the extracted is because 
the former is more thoroughly ripened 
and then sealed up from the air. Sel- 
dom do we find extracted honey equal 
to that dripping from and surrounding 
the section of comb honey that is 
being carved upon a plate. Many of 
those who produce extracted honey in 
large quantities, extracting before it 
is thoroughly ripened, admit that such 
honey is inferior as a table sauce to 
that ripened by the bees, but they say 
they can not afford to produce the best 
article possible. The quantity of 
honey is not materially lessened by 
thoroughly ripening it; if larger crops 
are secured by extracting it “green,” 
it is the result of the stimulus given 
the bees by furnishing them such an 
abundance of empty combs. By the 
use of plenty of store-combs' and 
supers, the same results, or nearly the 
same, may be obtained, and the ripen- 
ing of the honey secured by tiering up. 
The interest upon the cost of extra 
combs and supers is a small thing 
compared with the putting of unripe 
honey upon the market. By the use 
of plenty of combs, tiering them up, 
the work of extracting may be put off 
until the busy season is over. The 
great trouble is the lack of incentive 
for producing well-ripened honey for 
the general market. The production 
of extracted honey to be shipped away 
for some commission merchant to sell 
is much like making butter to be sold 
ata country store. All bring the same 
price. White clover honey brings so 
much; buckwheat so much. The 
honey with the fine, delicate flavor, 
the thoroughly bee-ripened, well pre- 
served, superior article will not bring 
one cent more in the general market 
than the ordinary, pretty good honey. 
Perhaps, for manufacturing purposes, 
there is no advantage in having such 
a superior article, but for table sauce 
there is: and the only way in which 
the man who produces a really su- 
perior article can hope to receive pay 
for his extra trouble is by selling di- 
rect to consumers, or by establishing 
a reputation for his honey among deal- 
ers and their customers. The only 
secret in producing a superior grade 
of extracted honey, honey that will 
be the equal of that that drips from 
the delicate morsel of comb at the tea 
table, is that of leaving it on the hive 
until it is sealed and thoroughly 
ripened. Leaving the honey on the 
hive a few weeks after it is sealed 
seems to give an added ripeness or 
richness. 

Of course, robber bees are ready 
to give trouble after the close 
of the season, but the use of bee es- 
capes overcomes this difficulty. When 
the supers are freed from bees by the 
use of bee escapes, the honey is 
usually cold by the time it is off the 
hive, it having lost the heat imparted 
to it by the bees, and it does not ex- 
tract nearly so easily as though the 
bees had been brushed off and the 
honey extracted immediately. The 
Proper course is to stack the supers 
up in a warm room, one heated by a 
Stove, until the honey is warmed 
through, when it may be thrown out 
With the greatest ease. I am aware 
that this system is not the one usually 
followed, but I believe it has decided 
advantages over other systems, and 
results in honey of a superior quality. 
Have plenty of combs and supers; 
tier up the same as in the production 
of comb honey; leave the combs on 
the hive until the honey is thoroughly 
Tipened; remove the honey by the use

This 
plan greatly lessens the work during 
the busy season, as about all there is 
to do is to see that plenty of surplus 
room is provided. If the harvest is 
prolonged, lasting several weeks, it is 
quite likely that some of the supers 
will be ready to come off before the 
harvest is over, and it may be best 
to remove them if they are becoming 
piled up too high. 


It seems almost unnecessary to say 
that I would use a queen-excluding 
honey board over the brood nest. If 
bee escapes are to be used, the pres- 
ence of brood in a suver will defeat 
the plan, as the bees will not desert 
the brood. If we are going to brush 
off the bees and extract the honey at 
once, no honey that is thoroughly 
ripe can be successfully extracted 
without at the same time throwing 
out some of the unsealed brood if any 
is in the comb. With unusually deep 
combs in the brood nest, it may be 
advisable to use shallower combs in 
the supers; with combs no deeper 
than the Langstroth I doubt the ad- 
visability of having any shallower 
combs for the supers. In the produc- 
tion of extracted honey there is not 
much to choose between an eight- 
frame Langstroth hive and a ten- 
frame one, unless out-apiaries are to 
be established, when the’ ten-frame 
hives seem to enable the bees to bear 
neglect, to shift for themselves, to 
better advantage. They are less like- 
ly to run short of stores. Some bee- 
keepers use only nine Combs in a ten- 
frame super, or seven combs in an 
eight-frame super, thus inducing the 
bees to lengthen out the cells and 
make the combs thicker. The honey 
ripens more slowly in such deep cells, 
but the uncapping is thereby greatly 
facilitated, the object being to secure 
thicker combs and thus save some 
labor in uncapping: but the honey 
ripens much slower in such deep cells 

in fact, some think it is never quite 
so thoroughly ripened as in shallower 
cells. 

When the combs are’ uncapped, 
the cappings should be given a thor- 
ough opportunity to drain, and if they 
are kept clean the water in which they 
are rendered into wax may be made 
into vinegar. H. S. Sibbald, of On 
tario, has the best uncapping box that 
it has been my good fortune to see. 
It is five feet long, sixteen inches 
wide, and made in two sections, each 
nine or ten inches deep. The lower 
section is for honey, and, with the ex 
ception that the corners are halved 
together, it is simply a well-nailed and 
neatly made box, waxed inside at all 
joints, with a honey gate at one end 
to draw off the honey; the legs being 
a little shorter at the end having the 
gate so that the honey will run off 





readily. The top half or section is 
made in the same manner, only that 
instead of a board bottom it has a wire 
screen bottom which allows the honey 
to drain from the cappings. The bot- 
tom section is halved on the inside 
upper edge and the top section haived 
on the outside lower edge. Being 
made in this manner, the lower edge 
of the upper section fits inside the 
lower one, and thus no honey runs 
down outside the lower box. 

After the honey has been thor- 
oughly ripened and is extracted, and 
found to be in possession of all the 
fine qualities I have mentioned, what 
shall be done with it? How shall it 
be treated that it may retain its 
flavor? The key to success in this 
direction is exclusion of the air. Seal 
it up in glass jars, or tin cans, or in 
clean barrels; and the sooner this is 
done (after the particles of wax and 
done (after the particles of wax rise 
to the top and are removed), the 
less the loss of aroma. My prefer- 
ence is a round, jacketed tin can, with 
a flat top and a large screw-cap in 
the top. A five-gallon can of this kind, 
holding sixty pounds of honey, can be 
bought for about thirty cents. This 
style of package can be rolled on the 
floor, while the square can must be 
picked up and carried or else — slid 
along upon the floor. <A_ barrel is 
really the cheapest package for stor- 
ing and shipping honey, and when we 
know that the honey is to be shipped 
to some manufactory there is no ob- 
jection to the use of barrels if they 
are well made 

Upon the approach of cool weather 
most honey will candy: and, if sealed 


‘up tight and put away in a cool place, 


it will remain in that condition for 
years; and when brought slowly and 
carefully back to its liquid state it will 
be found to have retained its original 
“flavor, aroma, and boquet.” Too 
much stress can not be placed upon 
the care necessary in _ liquefying 
candied honey. So many think if 
honey does not boil it can not be in- 
jured. The temperature of boiling 
water will ruin the flavor of honey. 
When a can of candied honey is 
placed over a stove, or in any other 
hot place, the outside of the cake of 
honey soon melts, and this may be- 
come very hot before the rest of the 
cake has dissolved. In a tank of hot 
water is the best place to liquefy a can 
of honey, but the temperature should 
never go above 160 or 170 degrees; 
and, by the way, when melting the 
honey don’t loosen the screw-cap and 
leave it open, as it only allows the 
escape of the aroma

HINTS ABOUT HANDLING 
POTATOES. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

While I have never been engaged in 
potato growing to the extent of more 
than a few acres | have learned some 
things about the crop which I think 
will be of value to those who are grow- 
ing them for market. The success 
and profit of the potato crop depends 
to quite an extent on the seed, and 
this should be selected in the fall at 
the time the potatoes are dug, as when 
they are fresh and clean any admix- 
tuer can be easily detected better than 
later. I prefer to have my potatoes 
for seed pitted, as they will winter 
without sprouting and shrinkage bet- 
ter than in a cellar. 

I am not particular to use large 
seed, but do reject all that have any 
admixture or that are affected by 
scab or misshapen. The rule that like 
produces like is as true with potatoes 
as other seed or live stock. A medium 
sized potato, if properly wintered, will 
do as wel! as large seed, and when 
seed is high will make quite a saving 
in the expense of growing the crop. 
If the potatoes are to be pitted they 
should be dug after the ground has 
been cooled by the early frosts and 
the time selected for digging should 
be when the ground is dry so that 
the earth will not adhere to them. 
Early digging of seed potatoes is not 
desirable, as if dug in ange, and 
allowed to lie too long on the ground 
they are often affected by the heat 
so they do not keep well. September 
is the best month for digging. If the 
potatoes are to be marketed in the 
fall the sooner they can be dug the 
better, as every re-handling of pota- 
toes costs money. A careful man will 
handle an acre of potatoes for several 
dollars less than a careless one will. 
I have often seen farmers digging their 
potatoes, putting them into wagons 
without sorting, and then drive to 
the cellar and assort from the wagon 
bed. This will reauire double the 
time it will if sorted as you dig them, 
and the men will be in each other’s 
way in doing it. The rule which I 
have found to give the best results 
and save the most time is to assort 
as you dig them, putting the mer- 
chantable potatoes together and all 
misshapen and small ones in another 
pile. A light tin bucket is better than 
a basket, as you can pour into the 
sacks more readily from it and there 
is less weight to handle. The small 
potatoes are thrown in piles about a 
rod apart three rows on one, and are 
gathered up later. It will make your 
potatoes more valuable if you sort 
so as to leave potatoes from the size 
of a hen'’s egg among the rejected 
ones, then by going through with your 
buckets and examining the heaps you 
can generally get from 15 to 20 per 
cent of smooth ones for seed, and 
these should be stored or pitted sepa- 
rately. 

We put our potatoes in sacks 
as we pick them up, putting from a 
bushel to five pecks in a sack so there 
will be no necessity of tying and un- 
tying the sacks in handling, as this 
occupies time. One man on the 
wagon and two men to swing up the 
sacks will load up a wagon in a very 
few minutes, and there is a greater 
saving of time in unloading when 
taken to the pit or cellar. It is an 
added advantage also when one has 
a moderate sized crop to store the 
merchantable potatoes in the cellar, 
as often there will be a scarcity and 
you can get at these, while if pitted, 
you can not in winter take advantage 
of advance in price. 

I do not make bins for potatoes in 
the cellar, but have a floor raised a 
few inches with 2x4 joists set edge- 
wise to give ventilation under the bin. 
Then we use berry crates to separate 
the bins into sections. If you have 
different varieties they can be kept 
apart in this way and partitions can 
be built up with these by piling them 
four or five crates high, and in order 
to get a circulation of air through 
them it is well to place the crates an 
inch or so apart. Another advantage 
of these crates is that they can be 
loaded into the wagon and marketed 
without another shoveling or any ex- 
pensive handling. By looking out be- 
forehand you can get these crates 
from the grocers and can usually buy 
them at a very low price. I have 
bought crates at fifty cents for a two- 
horse load of which 75 to 80 per cent 
would be in good condition for use and 
the rest make good kindling. 

All my experience with potatoes 
leads me to advise marketing in the 
fall if possible. I have known large 
quantities of potatoes to be marketed 
that could have been sold at 75 cents 
per bushel in the fall and the spring 
would find the market glutted and 
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they would bring no price at all. 
Often, too, the potatoes will begin to 
sprout early in the spring and will 
be unsalable, or ‘f handled over to 
make them salable, the expense will 
be from five to ten cents per bushel 
and the shrinkage from ten to twenty- 
five per cent. 

It is of the greatest importance that 
the cellar be well ventilated. Have 
the windows open and do not close 
them until the ground freezes. By 
keeping a thermometer in the cellar 
you can regulate the temperature, and 
I find it quite possible to carry pota- 
toes through the winter with a tem- 
perature rarely if ever above forty de- 
grees. should prefer that it should 
never be above forty, and it may be 
down for a single night to thirty-four 
or thirty-two degrees without damage. 

It is well to watch the market and 
be posted as to what potatoes are 
selling for and take advantage of any 
time through the winter when you can 
market them profitably if you do not 
sell in the fall. 

If one has good potato soil and is 
convenient to a good market it will 
pay to build a potato house above 
ground for storing them. I would ad- 
vise that the walls be built of cement 
as it is cheaper than brick or stone 
and can be built by a common labor- 
ing man with a little supervising. 


Make your walls six inches thick, put- 
ting up two-inch joist and filling by 
tamping in grout made with gravel, 
sand, and cement, using one part of 





cement to eight or ten parts of the 
gravel and sand. Then in order to 
insure that the frost does not gei 
through it it is well to set up four- 
inch studding at the sides and pack 
with dry leaves or sawdust. Be sure 
that you make your cellar rat-proof. 
They can not get through cement walls 
if the walls are made properly and 
rats in the cellar are always a 
nuisance and a cause of loss. With a 
cellar made in this way and the pro- 
tection which is suggested you need 
have no fear of loss from frost in any 
ordinary winter. In case of an extra 
severe winter that keeps the mercury 
below zero for days at a time it is 
well to wateh your thermometer and 
use one or two kerosene lamps in the 
cellar as they will raise the tempera- 
ture very quickly. It will not often 
be necessary to use them with the 
walls constructed and protected as 
suggested, but do not take any chances 
of freezing. 

Potatoes will be found a profitable 
crop- in many localities. The yield 
will average three or four times as 
many per acre as of corn and it is 
rare that the price is not from 25 to 
100 per cent greater for them. 

From observation I think the aver- 
age farmer in handling his potatoes 
does a large amount of unnecessary 
wor for which he is not paid and that 
attention to the suggestions given 
will largely reduce the expense and, 
of course, increase the profits. 

Thorough ventilation and regulating 





of, the temperature are the two most 
important things in wintering the 
potatoes. Good judgment in selling, 
always keeping your eye on the mar 
ket and pushing off the crop whenever 
you can get a profitable price tor 
them, will make a large difference 10 
the profits of your potato crop

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COWPEA HAY. 


A number of readers in the southern 
part of our territory are growing cow- 
peas somewhat extensively; others in 
an experimental way. A few sugges- 
tions as to the best methods of grow- 
ing and curing cowpea hay may there- 
fore be in order. We have had no 
experience whatever in that line, and 
hence are obliged to depend upon the 
experience of others. A communica- 
D. Zinn, of the 
West Virginia Board of Agriculture, 
published in the National Stockman 
and Farmer, contains some sugges- 
tions on this subject which may be 
of value to our readers, as follows: 

“Already some of these farmers who 
have cowpeas that will make three or 
four tons of hay per acre have begun 
to worry about harvesting them. I 
used to do the same thing, but since 
I have learned more about the plant 
I find I do not have half the cause for 
worrying as with the clover crop. 
When I find the first pods ripening I 
cut them down, being careful to cut 
them when free from dew or rain. 
They are allowed to lie on the ground 
five or six days, then they are raked 
up before the dew is off some morn- 
ing. This is done to retain as many 
leaves as possible. After the wind- 
rows are dried out the hay is put up 
in small slim shocks,and permitted to 
stand another week, when the hay is 
stored in the barn and covered up with 
straw or some other material which 
will keep the cold air out. It should 
never be opened up to see if the hay 
is heating. , 

“Another method which I sometimes 
practice is to rake and shock the hay 
on the evening of the day on which it 
is cut, putting it in small slender 
shocks and in ten days inverting the 
shorks, which lie thus for a day or 
twor before the hay is burned. In 
either case if rain comes your hay is 
but little damaged.” 

\ further suggestion as to the 
method of handling cowpeas where the 
main object in growing them is to in- 
crease the soil fertility may also be 
helpful: 

“When the farmer is growing this 
crop chiefly for soil renovation a bet- 
ter method is to begin with the disk 
or cutaway harrow about the first of 
August, running over this field once 
or twice a week with this harrow, fol- 
lowed by a plank drag which will tear 
out a great many peas and thus kill 
them. This process shouid be kept 
up uncil about the first of September 
when three gallons of timothy seed 
and eight pounds of red top in the 
chaff should be sown per acre. One 
gallon of clover may be added in the 
spring. If the field is to be for perma- 
nent pasture I would sow timothy, red 
top, orchard grass, blue grass, white 
and red clover mixed, and if the 
rround is very thin apply 400 pounds 
South Carolina rock per acre. 

“Now, let us reason a little on this 
matter. The cowpea having covered 
the ground has brought up plant food 
near the surface. This covering has 
made a loose, friable soil which will 
hold moisture, the cowpea vines have 
added vegetable matter to the soil 
which will help to render available 
more plant Poa and also increase the 
The decayed vines and 
roots will supply the soil with plenty 
of nitrogen. The tiny grass roots can 
not go down to the subsoil for moist- 
ure and food, hence they are at home 
with the conditions above stated.” 

We will be glad to have the testi- 
mony of our readers who have had 
experience with this plant, which is 
to the progressive farmers in the 
southern part of our territory what 
the clovers are to those in the north- 
ern part and alfalfa in the western.

WINTER KILLING OF FRUIT 
TREES. 


Prof. Howard S. Reed, instructor in 
botany in the Missouri Agricultural 
College, gives in a recent issue of the 
Missouri Agricultural Farmer three 
causes for winter killing of trees in 
the orchard or nursery: 

First, the formation of ice in the 
plant. This usually occurs at a little 
below the freezing point of water, 
rendering the growing plant or limb 
of the tree brittle. Whether it in- 
jures the tree or not depends on cir- 
cumstances. If the plant thaws out 
slowly the cells will usually take this 
water up, existing as it generally does 
outside, and it will suffer little harm. 
If it thaws rapidly, the water evapo- 
rates, and the plants die from drouth. 
Our readers have all noticed that 
frozen apples if allowed to thaw out 
slowly suffer little harm, and for the 
reason given above.

trunk and larger branches of the tree 
are frozen, so that there is no upward 
movement of water to take the place 
of the evaporation which goes on from 
leaf and bud during the winter season. 
In this case again the plant dies from 
thirst. Trees usually protect them- 
selves by overlapping the buds with 
scales, and sometimes use varnish or 
wax developed in the tree. 

Again, trees die during the winter 
from not having properly ripened 
their wood. Just what is involved in 
the process of ripening is not cer- 
tainly known. The ripening does not 
begin until after the period of active 
growth, and usually requires several 
weeks If, then, the cold season 
comes on, the cells not being prepared 
for it are usually injured and the tree 
dies. 

These conclusions of Professor Reed 
will be confirmed by the experience 
and observations of our readers. It 
is interesting to know, however, the 
causes, and thus be prepared to guard 
against their recurrence. 


BEE STINGS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In your August 4th issue you giv2 
a good remedy for the sting of the 
honey bee, in which you say “After 
removing the sting,” ete. But you 
should .tell how to remove the stinger. 
The knowing how to do this is the 
best preventive of pain and swelling, 
as in nine cases out of ten when the 
bee stings she leaves the stinger, to 
which is attached the poison sack, and 
it is the mode of removing the 
stinger that does the harm. All 
stingers should be removed by the use 
of a knife blade, scraping the stinger 
from the flesh and thereby avoid 
pumping the poison into the wound, as 
is always done when the stinger is 
removed by taking hold with the 
thumb and forefinger as in the man- 
ner used by the uninitiated. The fingers 
form a force pump that nature taught 
the honey bee she must rely upon to 








give the person the intense pain in 
tended. Try it, and be convinced 
Scrape out the stinger and go on about 
your business. The pain will soon 
cease and only a red spot with a white 
center will be the consequence of the 
sting. F. FURST

BUYING A DAIRY HERD. 


A Ringgold county, lowa, subscriber

“Ll intend to buy up and milk twenty 
cows to sell cream from. Would you 
advise a person to buy Short-horns 
at say about $40 each, or a herd of 
twenty Jerseys from Pennsylvania or 
New York, all tested, and which last 
year averaged 265 pounds of butter 
per cow? Some of them dry and some 
of them are in milk at the present 
time. Half of them are registered and 
the other half grades. I can get these 
delivered for $60. Which cows would 
you advise me to buy?” 
putting a 
rather hard question up to us to an- 
swer If his main object is to pro- 
duce and sell milk and cream profit- 
ably, we would advise him to buy the 
twenty head of Jerseys that have been 


Our correspondent is 


tested and have an average record of 
265 pounds, rather than take his 
chances in picking up a herd of Short- 
horns which have not been tested and 
the milking qualities of which he can 
not ascertain. We would advise him, 
if he intends to purchase cows from 
the dairy sections of the eastern part 
of the country, to insist upon all of 
them passing the tuberculin test. It 
is absolutely not safe to buy a herd 
ot dairy cows from the dairy section 
without this requirement. 

If our correspondent considers 
calves a main feature of his business, 
he can by taking some time and in- 
curring some extra expense, gradually 
pick up a herd of grade Short-horn 
cows that will produce as much if not 
more butter than the record above in- 
dieated for the Jerseys, whose calves 
will be worth considerable more on 
the market. On the straight butter 
proposition, however, we advise him, 
as we do all other correspondents, to 
use the special dairy breeds and get 
the best individuals he can. 


THE IOWA STATE DAIRY COW 
TEST. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

One of the new things at the lowa 
State Fair this year of interest and 
value to the public was the test of 
milk cows. There were thirteen cows 
entered in this test by the following 
parties: Three Holstein cows by W. 
B. Barney, Hampton, Iowa; three Hol- 
steins by C. F. Stone, Kansas; two 
(one Jersey and one grade Hereford) 
by Geo. S. Redhead, lowa; one Jersey 
by C. D. McPherson, Iowa; and four 
Jerseys by Hunter & Smith, Nebraska. 
This latter firm decided to withdraw 
from the contest on account of some 
accidental injury to two of the best 
cows. There were eight cows in the 
final test—five Holsteins, two Jerseys, 
and one grade Hereford. The time 
during which the test was conducted 
was two days. 

The cows were fed at the option of 
the owner, both in regard to quality 
and quantity, except that no condi- 
ments, condition powders, or drugs of 
any sort could be fed. Only pure 
water could be used for drink. Dry 
foods could be moistened and mixed 
with no other liquid than water. 

The milking was allowed to be done 
three times a day. As soon as each cow 
was milked the milk was weighed and 
a sample taken to be tested for fat 
by the Babcock method. At the end 
of the two days’ test the butter fat 
yielded by each cow was calculated 
and also the total pounds of skim-milk 
produced by each cow. The butter fat 
was valued at 25 cents per pound and 
the skim-milk at 20 cents per hundred 
pounds. The state fair gave four 
prizes: First, $40; second, $30; third, 
$20; and fourth, $10. 

The results of the test were as 
follows: First prize, won by Lady 
Josephine Aaggie DeKol (Holstein), 
belonging to W. B. Barney & Co. This 
cow produced during the two days 
4.054 pounds of butter fat and 95.94 
pounds of skim-milk, worth $1.205. 

Second prize, Patheria Hangeveld 
(Holstein), belonging to W. B. Barney 
& Co. She produced 2.99 pounds of 
butter fat and 80 pounds of skim-milk, 
worth 90.8 cents. 

Third prize, won by Trustees’ Liz- 
ette (Jersey), belonging to Geo. S. 
Redhead. This cow produced 2.88 
pounds of butter fat and 56.72 pounds 
of skim-milk, worth 83.5 cents. 

Fourth prize wént to Daisy, a grade 
Hereford, belonging to Geo. S. Red- 
head. She produced 2.789 pounds of

Lady Fruth’s Pride (Holstein), be- 
longing to C. F. Stone, ranked fifth 
in the test, with a production of 1.97 
pounds of butter fat and 70.2 pounds 
of skim-milk, worth 63 cents. 

Dorothy B. Altoona (Jersey), belong- 
ing to C. D. MePherson, stood sixth, 
with a production of 1.67 pounds of 
butter fat and 30.5 pounds of skim- 
milk, worth 48 cents. 

Josephine Albekirk DeKol, a_ two- 
year-old Holstein, owned by W. B. 
Barney & Co., ranked seventh. She 
produced 1.4 pounds of fat and 47.2 
pounds of skim-milk, worth 45 cents. 

Princess Pel Gerben (Holstein), 
owned by C. F. Stone, stood eighth, 
and produced 1.3 pounds of butter fat 
and 46.1 pounds of skim-milk, worth 
42 cents. 

The above test is the first one of 
its kind in five years which has been 
conducted in connection with the Iowa 
State Fair. The fair management and 
ex-Governor Packard, superintendent 
of the cattle department, started this 
test with a view of enlarging and im- 
proving it until it is on a par with 
any of the stock shows on the fair 
grounds. This will mean that in a 
few years it will be the best cow test 
in the country, for it is generally con- 
ceded that the Iowa State Fair has 
the best stock show there is anywhere. 

This test was of course not carried 
on long enough to demonstrate con- 
clusively the superiority of one animal 
or breed over another, but it has 
shown that there is a difference in 
the producing capacity of different 
cows. The cow that won first prize 
produced $1.20 worth of fat and skim

milk in two days, while the one that 
came out last produced only 42 cents 
worth. There is a great need for stim

RATIONS FOR PIGS. 


A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

‘I ean buy shorts at 80 cents per 
100 pounds; bran at 75 cents. Corn is 
worth 40 cents a bushel; oats 20 cents. 
What would be the best combination 
to feed to pigs to get the best results?” 

Much depends on the age of the 
pigs. A baianced ration for young 
pigs would not be a balanced ration 
for shoats weighing 100 pounds. The 
younger the pig, the more _ flesh- 
forming elements the feed should con- 
tain. 

Much also depends on the quality 
of the oats. It is said that the amount 
of hulls, whether oats are heavy or 
light, is about 14 pounds per bushel. 
Therefore, oats weighing 28 pounds a 
bushel are worth only half as much 
as those weighing 42 pounds. Oats 
weighing 28 pounds would have 14 
pounds of meat, while those weighing 
52 pounds would have eighteen pounds 
of meat and be worth that much more 
in proportion. 

We would cut out the bran in this 
proposed ration because it has too 
much woody fiber. We would also cut 
out the oats in this case for the same 
reason, although good sound oats, full 
weight, at 20 cents are not dear feed, 
but are better adapted to calves and 
colts than to hogs. 

Our correspondent will have a very 
good ration for hogs weighing 100 
pounds by feeding one-half shorts and 
one-half corn at the above prices. For 
younger pigs we would add about one- 
fifth as much oil meal as corn, putting 
it in the slop with the shorts. 


Another correspondent writes: 

“Give me a balanced ration for 
spring pigs of the following feeds with 
clover pasture: Corn, 40 cents per 
bushel; oats, 25 cents; barley, 350 
cents; oil meal, $30 per ton; shorts, 
$18 per ton.” 

Reduced to tons the corn would cost 
$14.28; oats, $15.62; barley, $12.52 (to 
Which one-sixth should be added for 
the cost of grinding, making the cost 
$14.60); oil meal, $30; shorts, $18. 

We would cut out the oats in this 
rat-on for the reasons above given. 
Corn and good shorts at the above 
prices make a very good ration. If 
we had barley of our own and a mill 
with which to grind it, we would use 
it in lieu of shorts, especially if we 
could not obtain a first-class quality of 
shorts. Oil meal at $30 per ton might 
be fed profitably to young pigs, but 
with the above mixture would searcely 
be needed for pigs of average size, 
especially since they have good clover 
pasture 


GROUND AND UNGROUND GRAIN 
FOR PIGS. 


We are frequently asked whether it 
pays to grind corn for pigs, and our 
usual answer to the question is: What 
is a pig’s time worth anyhow? Pigs 
like to crack corn and they have not 
anything else to do. If it is fed to 
them unground it gives them some- 
More than that, they take 
more time to eat. There is better 
digestion and consequently a_ better 
assimilation The pig does not swal- 
low the corn whole If ground and 
made into a thick slop it is gulped 
cown. It is not masticated and there 
fore not properly digested and assim 
ilated. This is especially true in the 
fall and early winter $v the end of 
summer corn, especially the more 
flinty varieties, becomes exceedingly 
hard, and hence it pays to soak the 
corn and bring it back as near as 
possible to the condition of corn when 
it is just ripe 

It does not follow, however, that it 
does not pay to grind wheat, rye, or 
barley tor pigs. Experienced feeders 
know that when these grains are fed 
unground much of it passes through 
the hogs whole, hence undigested and 
unassimilated. Farmers who have fed 
wheat whole have often noticed the 
pigs gather the soaked grain out of 
the droppings and eat it again, a most 
filthy and disgusting practice. There 
fore it is advisable to grind these 


thing to do 


grains 

The practical feeder must not mere 
ly determine what kinds of grain are 
necessary to make a balanced ration, 
but also the form in which they can 
be fed to the best advantage, taking 
into account the cost of grinding. The 
problem of the feeder must ever be 
how to feed the different grains and 
forage on the farm so as to secure the 
greatest net profit, both by forming 
proper combinations of the various

THE HIRED HELP QUESTION. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

“Undecided” is not.the only woman 
confronted with some phase of the 
hired help problem. With most of us 
when the burden of home-making and 
caring for the children becomes too 
heavy for “one pair of hands” the 
problem is where can I find a capable 
and trustworthy girl to help. We won- 
der why it is that girls of this kind 
are no longer willing to do house work 
but are seeking other employment. 
To my mind it is because they are 
made to feel that housekeeping is not 
quite as respectable as teaching 
school, clerking in a store, or keeping 
books. For instance, who would think 
of requiring a school “marm” or the 
young lady who waits upon you in 
the store to address your children as 
“Master” or “Miss.” 

This lady says, “I have a neighbor’s 
daughter helping me through harvest 
and of course treat her as my own 
daughter or sister.” Well, suppose she 
was the daughter of a more distant 
neighbor? Simply because her work 
is in your kitchen, helping you to pre- 
pare suitable food for your husband 
and little ones, and to keep the house 
and its furnishings clean and tidy and 
home-like, need she be treated with 
any less respect and consideration? 

Recently a stranger came into my 
Sabbath school class of young ladies. 
There was that in her serious face 
and deep brown eves that showed un- 
usual intelligence and_ strength of 
character. Upon inquiry I learned that 
she was “Mrs. M.’s hired girl.” Her 
father and mother had died when she 
was fifteen years of age, leaving her 
without means to provide for herself 
and a younger sister. She was in 
schoo! at the time and had planned for 
a college course and work as a teacher. 
But she gave up all and did the one 
thing she was fitted to do at that time 

house work for others. She man- 
aged by strictest economy to keep the 
the little sister in school and to clothe 
herself and her sister simply but in 
perfect taste. For five years she has 
done this and still she hopes that when 
her sister’s education is completed her 
own chance may come. I say she is 
a heroine, and though her hands are 
rough and calloused I am more than 
glad to call her friend. 

Of course, there are girls and girls. 
Some are ignorant, careless, or worse; 
but surely a little kindly mothering 
would not be lost on any of them. 

Let the girl who helps with your 
home work feel that your home is a 
home to her. Give her a _ pleasant 
room with a comfortable bed and 
chair, a dressing table, lamp, and 
mirror Plan the work so she may 
have time to keep her person and 
clothing in perfeet order, and perhaps 
you can assist her, at least by advice, 
in matters of dress. Take an interest 
in her plans, sympathize with her in 
her little troubles. You can do this 
and still maintain your dignity as 
mistress of your home. 

Unless she is exceptionally dull or 
perverse she will soon catch the home 
atmosphere and be as kind and re- 
arg as you by example have

And in chapter 45:1, “Thus saith the 


Lord to his anointed, to Cyrus, whose 
right hand I have holden, to subdue 
nations before him,” and in 45:5, “I 
girded thee, though thou hast not 
known me.” And there was a good 
reason for it, for the Persian, like the 


Jew, was a monetheist, a worshiper 
of one god. They were the only nation 
in the world which in any sense ap 


proached the Israelites in acknowl 
edging the unity of the Godhead. Of

Persian was the most simple and spir 
almost

itual. They had an 


abhorrence of idols. 








visited the country a hundred years 
afterwards, thus describes their wor- 


ship: “They have no images of the 
gods, no temples, no altars, and con- 
sider the use of them a sign of folly.” 


They acknowledged one god, Ormuzd, 
as the source of life and light to all 
good things, while Ahfiman was the 
source of evil, death, and darkness. 
The divine purpose in permitting the 
occurrence of the events narrated in 
the sixth chapter, in which the lesson 
is found, was evidently to demonstrate 
that the God of the chosen people, 
Jehovah, was the Supreme Ruler over 


all. “I form the light, and create 
darkness: I make peace and create 
evil: I the Lord do all these things. 


(Isaiah, 45:7.) 

at all surprising that the 
narrated heretofore occurred, 
and just when they did. Darius was 
for a short time the ruler, while the 
real power was his nephew Cyrus, the 
general, and afterwards his successor. 
Daritis was an old man and evidently 
a weak one. In re-organizing the gov- 
ernment he naturally gave a chief 
place to Daniel, who had predicted the 
fall of Belshazzar and the Babylonian 
dominion. In the first verse of the 
chapter we are told that he set over 
the government, which we suppose to 
be the government of Babylon and not 
of the whole empire, one hundred and

events 


twenty rulers, each over a province, 
and over these three presidents, of 
which Daniel was one (verse 2), and 


subsequently made Daniel the presi- 
dent of the triumvirate (verse 3), mak- 
ing him practically prime minister of 
the kingdom ‘and second only to 


Darius. These one hundred = and 
twenty rulers and the two of the 
triumvirate were probably some of 


them of native or Babylonian blood, 
other Medo-Persians; but in either 
case the elevation of a Jew, who was 
of neither blood, would naturally 
awaken feelings of envy and jealousy. 
No politician likes to see a man of 
a third party, or even of his own 
party, promoted over the heads of 
hose who have come up in the regular 
order of succession. If there was not 
a very bitter feeling aroused against 
Daniel, politicians of those days were 
of much better stuff than those which 
manipulate the policies of states and 
nations in these later days. 

This, however, was not by any 
means the greatest cause of jealousy. 


There was no regular system of tax- 
tion in those times; nor, in fact, is 
there any regular system in many 


oriental countries today. As in the 
time of the Saviour under the Romans, 
the requirements of the kingdom in 
the way of taxes were doubtless ap- 
portioned to the different provinces 
according to their supposed ability to 
pay, and farmed out to under officers 
at a fixed price, the officer undertaking 
to collect these and as much more as 
possible from the people. There was 
every opportunity, therefore, for vast 


peculation, and the honest man was 
the man most of all to be dreaded; 
and Daniel was an honest man. 
“Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Daniel 
concerning the kingdom; but they 
could find no oecasion nor fault; 


forasmuch as he was faithful, neither 
Was there any error or fault found in 
him.” When a lot of political seoun 
drels get together, the first thing they 


do is to see that every one of them 
is tarred with the same stick. They 
have then every motive and instinct 
to work together, and until every in- 


dividual is smirched there can be no 
suecesstul peculation. It was the com- 
mon complaint in Cuba that no honest 
merchant could do business at the 
port He was obliged either to fall 
in with the thieves who were swind- 
ling the government, or quit trading 
at that point. It is this supposed 
necessity of conniving at crooked 
things in the way of busines or pol- 
ities that renders it so difficult to con- 
duet either on Christian principles. In 
Daniel we have a shining example of 


the honest man maintaining his in- 
tegrity among what is evidently a lot 
of thieves This explains verse 5: 
“We shall not find any occasion 
against Daniel, except we find it 
against him concerning the law of his 
God.” They knew that Daniel would 


not steal or connive as the presiding 


officer of the triumvirate at any kind 
of theft They knew also that he 
would at the same time be faithful 


to his righteous convictions and to the 
law of his God. Hence, in order to at 
the same time flatter a weak man and

we presume, was the ordinary method 
of executing criminals. This was a 
piece of very subtle flattery, for under 
the Medo-Persian there were no 
images, and the king was 
supposed to be the living personifica- 
tion of Ormuzd, and as such his de- 
crees were regarded as unchangeable 
as the decrees of God Himself. 

The weak king signed the decree, 
not being shrewd enough to see that 
its real aim was not a compliment to 
him, but the destruction of one of his 
most favored servants. 

Daniel was aware of the decree, but 
calmly faced it in the confidence that 
the God whom he served would in 
some way see him through. He went 
into the house, did not even close the 
window of the chamber looking toward 
Jerusalem, toward which he was ac- 


gods or 


customed to pray, and kneeled and 
prayed as he was accustomed to do. 
This was precisely what the conspir- 
ators expected, and they therefore 


came before the king, quoting the de- 
cree and the penalty, and the fact that 
like the decrees of God it was un- 
changeable, and alleged that Daniel of 
the children of the captivity paid no 
attention to it whatever, and was thus 
in open rebellion against the supreme 
law of the kingdom. It is to the 


credit of Darius, weak man that he 
was, that he did his best during the 
whole day, laboring until the going 
down of the sun, to find some ex- 


which he would be able to 
deliver Daniel. He had enough faith 
to say to Daniel: “Thy God whom 
thou servest continually, he will de- 
liver thee.’ The stone was brought, 
sealed with the king’s signet and the 
signet of his lords, and he went to his 
palace and passed the night fasting 
and sleepless He was welcomed the 
next morning with the usual excla- 
mation of the prophet, “O king, live 
forever!” and the announcement: “My 
God hath sent his angel, and hath shut 
the lions’ mouths, that they have not 


pedient by 





hurt me; for forasmuch as before him 
innocency was found in me; and also 
before thee, O king, have I done no 
hurt.” In other words, his disobedi 
ence to the impious law he declared 
to be no hurt and no wrong. The 
penalty executed on his accusers, 
looked at in the light of today, would 
show Darius to be what in fact the 
Greeks described him to be, a cruel 
as well as a weak king. His accusers 
were cast into the den of lions, exe 


cuted, as we would say, with their 
children and their wives. This, in 
point of fact, was the common prac 


tice, and from this point of view not 
inconsistent with the decree recorded 
in verses 26 and 27: “I make a de 
cree, That in every dominion of my 
kingdom men tremble and fear before 
the God of Daniel, for he is the living 
God, and steadfast forever, and his 
kingdom that which shall not be de 
stroyed, and his dominion shall be 
even unto the end. He delivereth and 


rescueth, and he worketh signs and 
wonders in heaven and in earth, 
oe OK Piel 

Miraculous the deliverance was 


It was so regarded by Darius himself; 
and hard as was the trial of this aged 
servant of God, it served the great 
purpose of convincing the ruler of this 
overmastering kingdom, the greatest 
then existing on earth, that Jehovah, 
the God of Israel, was the Supreme 
Ruler over all; the just, the righteous, 
the all powerful judge of the earth 
As the deliverance of the Hebrew 
children furnishes an example of the 
Higher Power in Babylon under Baby 
lonian rule, the deliverance of Daniel 
furnishes an equally striking example 
of the higher law under the Medo 
Persian rule. As stated in a previous 
lesson, it is the men that believe in 
a power mightier than kings, constitu 
tions, or the voice of the people, that 
have given us the liberties and priv 
ileges, civil and religious, that we now 
enjoy. 
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IRON SULPHATE AS A FER- 
TILIZER. 


An Adams county, Illinois, corre- 
spondent writes us, enclosing a 
pamphlet of the American Steel and 
Wire Company treating of the value 
of sulphate of iron as a fertilizer, and 
asks us for our opinion of its value. 

Sulphate of iron is simply cop- 
peras. Our first impression was 
against it, but wishing to be absolutely 
certain we submitted the matter to 
Cyril G. Hopkins, professor of chem- 
istry in the Illinois Agricultural Col- 
lege, who is entitled to be regarded 
as pre-eminent auchority on that class 
of questions. Professor Hopkins 
writes us as follows: 

“I may say that iron sulphate as a 
fertilizer or soil improver is not used 
in practical agriculture, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if its use would be 
profitable under any ordinary condi- 
tions. Practically all soils contain an 
abundance of iron, and if sulphur is 
ever lacking in a soil it could be sup- 
plied much more economically in the 
form of calcium sulphate § (land 
plaster) than as iron sulphate. In 
some respects iron sulphate resembles 
calcium sulphate, botn having power 
to absorb and retain ammonia when 
applied to farm manure, and both hav- 
ing a stimulating effect in the libera- 
tion of plant food from the soil. 

“The little pamphlet which you en- 
closed in your letter on the subject 
‘How to Use Sulphate of Iron on the 
Farm’ contains some very absurd and 
misleading statements, one of which 
is as follows: 

‘With from ten to fifteen pounds 
of sulphate of iron at a cost of 15 
to 30 cents per ton of manure you 
can produce a fertilizer equal in value 
to that which will cost you from $20 
to $25 per ton.’ 

“As a matter of fact there is no con- 
clusive evidence that such an addition 
of iron sulphate to farm manure would 
increase its value sufficient to pay 
the cost of the iron sulphate applied. 

“The Kentucky Experiment Station 
reports an experiment in which sixty 
pounds of iron sulphate per acre were 
applied for corn. As a result sixty- 
eight bushels of corn per acre were 
produced where iron sulphate was 


applied. Where no iron sulphate was 
applied seventy-three bushels were 
obtained. 


“After reviewing the history of ex- 
periments with iron sulphate as a 
fertilizer and after conducting a series 
of experiments themselves in water 
cultures, in artificial soils and in nat- 
ural soils, Boiret and Paturel, French 
investigators, have reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions: 

“Sulphate of iron is poisonous 
either in itself or on account of the 
acid which it sets free in passing to 
the state of basic ferric sulphate. It 
is used to advantage therefore only 
for producing certain secondary re- 
actions (as a_ stimulant). In a 
calcareous soil sulphate of iron trans- 
forms rapidly, giving sulphate of lime 
(land plaster) and oxid of iron. Al- 
most any quantity of the sulphate of 
iron may be applied without hinder- 
ing growth to any considerable extent, 
provided sufficient lime is present and 
planting is done until several months 
after the amendment (stimulant) is 
incorporated in the soil. Sulphate of 
iron, like plaster (land plaster) acts 
principally in permitting the diffusion 
of potash. In soils poor in assimilable 
potash it may replace plaster for 
legumes and certain other plants of 
like requirements, such as potatoes, 
beets, and grapes. Aside from these 
special cases, however, it is not be- 
lieved that in practice anything is to 
be gained by adding this substance 
to formulas for manures.’ 

“As a matter of fact land plaster 
itself acts almost entirely as a soil 
stimulant and as a very general rule 
the use of either plaster or plaster 
substitutes or other soil stimulants 
should be avoided. If the soil is de- 
ficient in any essential element of 
plant food it is much more profitable 
in the long run to increase the supply 
of the deficient plant food element 
itself, whether it be nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, or potassium, than it is to 
pay out money for soil stimulants 
which force the soil to give up more 
plant food than it would otherwise 
do and ultimately leave the land in 
a more impoverished condition than 
before the stimulant was applied.” 

It would certainly appear from the 
above that where soil needs iron sul- 
phate it is a good deal cheaper to 




















The plants may be taken up and trans- 
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use land plaster. Farmers in the we&t 
should devote their attention to build- 
ing up the general health of their 
soils, giving it, so to speak, consti- 
tutional treatment in the way of sup- 
plying humus and thus getting it into 
first-class physical condition, rather 
than treating it with stimulants of 
any kind. We have no faith in stim- 
ulants either for the individual or for 
the soil. 


BREEDING OLD MARES. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

When my parents were married, ia 
1867, mother traded her watch for a 
black cow and father traded the coy 
for a one-eyed Kentucky-whip mare 
(They have always insisted that their 
children do not trade.) The mare pro- 
duced one mare colt which produce | 
hundreds of dollars worth of horses 
and performed thousands of dollars 
worth of work before she died, at 
twenty-six years of age. Her last colt 
is now twenty-six years old with a 
fine colt at her side. This mare bred 
regularly until about fifteen years old, 
when she aborted three times, and 
we quit breeding her until she was 
twenty-two years old, since which time 
she has raised three colts. 

We have another mare which abort- 
ed three times last year and now has 
a fine colt by her side. We have never 
treated either of these mares for abor- 
tion. 

If you are unable to prove that your 
mare is free from abortion take no 
chances on her; otherwise, she may 
only need rest

HOW TO PROPAGATE SOME OF 
THE BUSH FRUITS. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The very hardy bush plants are the 
currant and gooseberry. These plants 
succeed better in the north than in 
the south. The currant is best prona- 
gated by long wood cuttings made in 
the fall or spring. The former time 
is largely practiced. As soon as ‘he 
leaves have fallen, the cuttings are 
made, eight or nine inches long. being 
cut at the base just below the bud. 
As soon as made they may be put in 
bundles and buried in a well drained 
soil with butts up and covered with 
three or four inches of earth. In early 
spring as soon as growth begins they 
should be planted in a_= shallow 
trenches. One or two buds should be 
left above the surface of the ground 
The earth should be firmed about each 
cutting. 

Gooseberries may also be propa- 
gated in this manner, but the more 
common method is by mound-laverage, 
which is also practiced in the propa- 
gation of currants. At the base of 
the old plant the soil is mounded up, 
covering the lower part of the 
branches. At the end of one or two 
years the lower end of the branches 
have formed roots and may be sepa- 
rated from the old plants. To hurry 
the growth of roots the branch at the 
lower end may be broken or cut from 
below, and at this point the root is 
more readily formed. 

The raspberries are propagated in 
different ways. The red rapsberries 
can be grown from sprouts’ which 
spring up at the base. In any old 
plantation a great many ean readily 
be seen in early spring putt:ng forth 
leaves. Another method is by root 
cuttings. The piece roots are dug in 
the fall of the year and kept in moist 
sand or sawdust in the cellar until 
spring and then planted out, or they 
may be dug very early in the spring 
and transplanted before growth begins. 

The black and purple raspberries 
are largely propagated by “root tips.” 
The tips of the old canes are bent 
over to the ground and covered with 
a shovelful of soil. This is done soon 
after fruiting. By the end of the grow- 
ing season a fine root system will have 
formed. The cane can be cut off about 
four or five inches above the ground.
